A  HAT  our  Reports  make  fo  late  an 
appearance,  may  require  an  explanation, 
and  perhaps  an  apology.  In  the  early  part 
of  this  year,  the  Committee  of  Gentlemen 
appointed  to  conduct  the  bufinefs  of  the 
Society,  were  of  opinion,  that  the  annual 
publication  of  fuccefsful  Cafes,  would  prove 
a  coniiderable  expence,  from  the  large 
numbers  which  are  diftributed  gratis .  It 
was  alfo  alledged,  that  as  publick  curiofity 
is  now  gratified,  and  general  incredulity 
removed,  the  minute  detail  of  circumftan- 
ces  fo  very  iimilar,  would  be  tedious  and 
irkfome,  rather  than  acceptable  to  the  rea¬ 
der.  At  that  time  it  was  therefore  refolv- 
ed  to  change  the  mode  ot  publication,  and 
give  a  feledtion  of  the  mod  interefting  Cafes 

at  more  diflant  periods.  But  upon  a 

mature 
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mature  consideration,  it  was  Sometime  af¬ 
terwards  concluded,  that  the  above  objec¬ 
tions  to  annual  publications,  were  not  of 
equal  weight  with  thofe  which  were  oppof- 
ed  to  the  intended  omiffion.  It. was  fug- 
gefted  that  this  omiffion  might  give  occafron 
to  imagine,  that  the  fucceffes  of  the  laffc 
year  were  much  inferior  to  thofe  of  the

preceding  years :  It  was  deemed  a  debt  of 
juftice,  due  to  the  humanity,  fkill,  and  di¬ 
ligence  of  the  gentlemen  who  have  been 
the  happy  inftriiments  of  reftoring  life,  to 
publifh  to  the  world  the  inftances  of  their 
iuccefs,  at  flated  periods,  that  they  may  not 
be  deprived,  longer  than  is  neoeffary,  of  that 
honour  which  is  their  only  recempence :  It 
was  thought  that  we  Should  make  a  more 
acceptable  prefent  to  the  community;  by 
giving  all  the  Cafes  as  they  were  conveyed 
to  us,  without  omitting  thofe  which  might 
appear  of  lefs  importance,  as  a  comparative 
view  of  the  different  fadts  may  hereafter 
furniffi  a  fubjedt  of  interesting  enquiry  to  a 
Speculative  mind.  It  was  further  remarked* 
.that  the  uniformity  of  the  narration  is  par¬ 
donable,  Since  it  unavoidably  arifes  from 

the 
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the  nature  of  the  fubjedt,  and  that  the  ex¬ 
pence,  though  considerable,  would  even¬ 
tually  be  defrayed  by  the  liberal  contribu¬ 
tions  of  the  publick,  as  long  as  we  continue 
to  prefent  them  with  fuch  numerous  and 
inconteftible  evidences  of  the  peculiar  utili¬ 
ty  of  our  inftitution.  Thefe  reafons  pre¬ 
ponderating,  the  former  refolutions  were 
refcinded,  and  the  papers  were  put  into  the 
hands  of  the  Editor  for  publication;  which 
office  he  has  executed  with  the  ftridteft 
fidelity,  and  with  as  much  expedition  as 
his  other  avocations  would  permit.

CASE  CIV.  No.  (. 

Communicated  by  Mr.  George  Faux ,  Medical 
Alnftant,  in  Pudding-lane. 

Robert  MONKTON,  aged  19  years,  fell 
into  the  Thames,  near  Bear  Quay,  on  Saturday, 
May  3d,  1777.  He  was  not  long  under  water, 
but  being  much  intoxicated,  and  unable  to  affile 
himfelf,  lie  muft  have  been  loft,  had  it  not  been 
for  the  timely  aid  of  William  Wicks  and  John 
Mackarell.  They  conveyed  him  to  the  houfe  of 
Ann  Coates ,  at  the  fign  of  the  Hoy,  in  Harp-lane ; 
who  readily  adminiftered  every  aftiftance  in  her 
power.  The  man  was  feized  with  ftrong  fits, 
which  continued  the  whole  of  that  nignr,  and  die 
fucceeding  day  •,  but  by  the  care  and  attention  of 
Mr.  Vaux’s  journeyman,  he  recovered.  This 
young  man  is  an  apprentice  to  William  Raymond, 
a  waterman,  in  Horjley  T)own,  The  afiiftant  par¬ 
ties  were  fatisfactorily  recompenfed.

Communicated  by  Mr.  John  Gray ,  Medical  Affif- 

tant,  at  Rotherhithe . 

On  Tuefday,  May  6th,  1777,  Samuel  Rujfell , 
aged  30  years,  jumped,  in  a  fit  of  defpair,  from 
off  the  leads  and  over  the  rails  of  a  fummer-houfe, 
into  the  river  Thames.  The  height,  to  the  furface 
of  the  water,  was  about  twenty  feet,  and  the  depth 
of  the  water,  at  that  time,  from  twelve  to  fourteen. 
Mr.  Gray  learned,  from  the  moll:  authentic  infor¬ 
mation,  that  the  body  was  under  water  at  leaft  a 
quarter  of  an  hour .  it  was  taken  out  and  carried, 
to  appearance  totally  void  of  life,  to  the  White 
Swan ,  near  the  Elephant -flairs ,  the  landlord  of 
which  is  named  Henry  Pope .  Mr.  Gray ,  who  was 
immediately  fent  for,  ordered  the  wet  cloaths  to 
be  taken  off,  and  the  body  to  be  put  into  a  warm 
bed :  and  by  ufing,  with  perfeverance,  feveral  of 
the  other  methods  recommended  by  the  Society, 
he  had  the  fatisfadlion  to  find  that  the  man  was 
fo  far  recovered,  in  the  fpace  of  an  hour  and  a 
half ,  as  to  be  able  to  fpeak.  This  unhappy  ob¬ 
ject  continued  for  fome  time  melancholy,  but 
was  finally  reftored  to  a  wife  and  four  helplefs 
children. 

,  Anthony  'Pirns ,  a  waterman,  and  Henry  Pope , 
the  hofpitable  publi:an,  received  the  rewards  pro¬ 
mis'd  by  the  Society.

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CASE  C VI.  No.  3. 

Communicated  by  Mr.  William  Boyfe ,  Medical 

Afliftant. 

May  6,  1777,  James  Dixon,  aged  ntne  years, 
fell  out  of  a  fkiff  into  the  river,  near  Banidide. 
He  was  carried  between  four  and  five  hundred 
yards,  by  the  force  of  the  tide.  A  young  man, 
named  Marijh  Croker ,  put  off  Ills  boat,  and  was 
fo  fortunate  as  to  take  up  the  child,  juft  as  he  was 
finking.  He  was  aftifted  by  Charles  Watkins  and 
William  Carter .  They  conveyed  the  boy  to  his 
father’s  houfe,  to  appearance  lifelefs,  but  by  agi¬ 
tating  the  body,  &c.  he  was  in  good  meafure  re¬ 
covered  before  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Boyfe . 

The  parties  were  rewarded. 

CASE  CVII.  No.  4. 

Sunday,  May  18,  1777,  Sarah  Prior,  of  Spread 
Eagle- courts  Gray's- inn  lane ,  threw  herfelf  into 
the  New -River^  near  Sadler's -Wells ,  ljlington .  A 
man,  whofe  name  is  John  Hawkes ,  fortunately 
paffing  by  loon  after,  and  perceiving  her  ftruggling 
in  the  water,  immediately  jumped  in,  and  took 
her  out.  This  perfon  afferts,  that  fine  appeared 
Jifelefs  when  firft  taken  out,  but  upon  conveying 
her  to  Mrs.  Ward's ,  a  publican,  at  the  fign  ot  the 
King  of  Pruffia's  Head ,  and  applying  the  means 
prescribed,  fhe  very  foon  recovered.  Mr.  Natha¬ 
niel  Clifton ,  journeyman  to  Mr.  Church ,  fuperin- 
tended  the  recovery,  and  was  aftifted  by  Maria 
Dale  and  Mrs.  Ward ,  The  claimants  were  fatis- 
fa&orily  recompenfed.

CASE  CVIIIp  No.  5. 

Rachael  Foffey,  living  at  the  Sun  Dial,  Gofwell- 
ftreet ,  threw  herfelf  into  the  New-River ,  near  the 
King  of  P  ru/fia's  Head ,  but  was  prevented  from 
executing  her  horrid  purpofe  by  Richard  Marjh 
and  Thomas  Mo/s ,  who  immediately  took  her  out, 
and  carried  her  to  the  above  named  publick-houfe, 
where  fhe  was  put  to  bed,  and  received  every  af* 
fiftance  requifue.

CASE  CIX.  No,  6. 

Saturday,  May  25,  17 77,  Robert  Noel  was 
taken  out  of  the  New-River,  and  attended  by 

Mr.  - - - ,  journeyman  to  Mr.  Curtis  of 

Jflington.  When  this  gentleman  firffc  faw  him, 
he  was  juft  able  to  utter  a  few  words.  He  had 
frequent  twitchings,  accompanied  with  ficknefs ; 
but  by  rubbing  him  well  with  warm  flannel,  and 
putting  him  to  bed  between  the  blankets,  he  gra¬ 
dually  recovered  his  fpeech,  his  pulfe  became 
better,  and  in  about  half  an  hour ,  he  was  quite 
compofed.  However,  after  the  interval  of  about 
an  hour ,  he  was  feized  with  more  violent  convul- 
fions  i  thefe  were  relieved  by  bleeding.  We  have 
not  been  able  to  learn  how  long  he  had  been  in  the  <1 
water. 

The  above  particulars  were  fent  us~  by  Mr, 
Curtis ,  Apothecary ,  at  IJlington.

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CASE  CX.  No.  7. 

Saturday  afternoon,  June  5,  1777,  John  South, 
a  Mariner,  aged  about  fifty  years,  as  he  was  at¬ 
tending  fome  carpenters  repairing  a  fhip  near  Gun - 
Dock,  fell  by  accident  from  their  ftage  into  the 
river.  A  waterman  was  very  fortunately  pafiing 
near  the  place  with  fome  pafiengers  in  a  boat, 
at  that  inftant,  and  alarmed  by  the  cries  of  a  man 
having  fallen  overboard,  he  immediately  rowed 
to  the  fpot  where  he  was  directed;  and  diving 
with  his  boat  hook,  he  catched  hold  of  his  waift- 
band,  and  dragged  him  up  out  pf  the  depth  of 
about  feven  feet,  and  after  the  man  had  funk 
twice.  It  is  fuppofed  that  the  time  he  lay  under 
water  was  about  three  minutes .  He  was  conveyed 
to  a  private  houfe,  and  Mr.  Hodgfon,  Medical 
Afiiftant  at  Wapping ,  was  fent  for,  who  found 
him  trembling,  pale,  and  almoft  benumbed.  Mr. 
Hodgfon  ordered  his  wet  cloaths  to  be  taken  off, 
and  his  body  to  be  rubbed  with  flannel,  and  gave 
him  fome  brandy  and  water.  He  complained  of 
a  flight  head-ach,  but  when  Mr.  Hodgfon  vifited 
him  the  next  morning,  he  was  perfe&ly  well. 

The  waterman,  Jonathan  Webb ,  was  the  only 
perfon  entitled  to  the  rewards  of  the  Society, 
and  he  was  amply  recompenied  for  his  zeal  and 
%&iv;ty,

Extrad  of  a  Letter  from  Mr.  John  Bymond ,  Me¬ 
dical  Afiiftant,  addreffed  to  the  Treafurer,  dated 
June  to,  1777, 

SIR, 

Between  two  and  three  o’clock  on  Sunday  even* 
Ing,  (the  8th  inftant)  I  was  called  by  the  conftables 
of  the  night  to  the  body  of  a  woman  found  by  a 
watchman  at  the  water  fide,  near  the  foot  of  Black - 
friar's  Bridge ,  and  carried  by  him  to  the  watch- 
houfe.  I  immediately  went  to  the  place,  and 
found  her  fupported  by  a  watchman,  in  a  fitting 
pofture,  before  a  large  fire,  to  all  appearance  dead. 
Her  legs  and  head  feemed  to  have  been  in  the  wa¬ 
ter,  but  the  reft  of  her  body  not.  The  eyes  and 
lower  jaw  were  fixed,  and  the  extremities  cold: 
there  was  not  the  lead  puliation  either  at  the  wrifts, 
or  in  the  carotids.  I  thought  at  one  inftant  that 
there  was  a  fmall  refpiration,  but  I  had  afterwards 
reafon  to  believe  that  it  was  occafioned  by  the  pref- 
fure  of  my  hand  upon  the  cheft :  I  perceived, 
how'ever,  a  confiderable  degree  of  warmth  about 
the  heart.  I  ordered  her  to  be  convey’d  immedi¬ 
ately  to  the  parifii  work-houfe,  where  fhe  was  put 
into  a  warm  bed.  By  this  time,  Mr.  Robert  Dy- 
mond  came  to  my  ailiftance  *,  as  alfo  feveral  of  the 
women  in  the  work-houfe.  Fridions,  at  firft 
with  the  hand,  and  afterwards  with  warm  cloths, 
were  applied  to  the  extremities.  The  fumes  of 
tobacco  were  forcibly  thrown  up  the  redum  :  vo¬ 
latile  fpirits  applied  to  the  noflrils,  &c.  In  little 
more  than  half  an  hour ,  1  perceived  a  tremulous 

1  motion 
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motion  in  the  lips  and  eye-lids :  this  foon  became 
more  vifible,  and  was  iucceeded  by  a  flow  pulfe, 
and  gentle  warmth.  Fumigation  was  continued, 
and  a  flmall  quantity  of  warm  wine  was  given  her; 
but  as  fhe  fwallowed  with  difficulty,  I  thought  pro¬ 
per  to  defift  for  the  prefent.  The  power  of  deglu¬ 
tition,  however,  foon  returned,  and  we  were  able 
to  give  her  a  few  fpoonfuls  of  wine.  Soon  after 
ffie  had  taken  the  wine,  her  eyes  and  lips  were  much 
convulfed,  and  her  face  was  fiuffied ;  which  ap¬ 
pearances  were  fucceeded  by  a  vomiting  up  of  the 
wine,  with  a  fmall  quantity  of  bilious  matter.  At 
five  o'clock  I  left  her,  tolerably  well  recovered,  giv¬ 
ing  directions  that  ffie  ffiould,  at  proper  intervals, 
be  fupplied  with  the  wine,  or  a  little  broth.  At 
eleven  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  I  returned,  found 
that  ffie  had  juft  fpoken  once  ;  her  pulfe  ftill  con¬ 
tinued  flow.  I  fent  her  a  cordial  mixture,  fome 
fpoonfuls  of  which  were  to  be  taken  occafionally. 
In  the  evening,  a  laxative  glyfter  was  directed,  as 
ffie  had  not  had  any  evacuation  either  by  ftool  or 
urine.  On  Monday  I  found  it  neccffary  to  repeat 
the  glyfter,  continue  the  cordial  mixture,  and  aifo 
to  apply  a  blifter  to  the  back.  Thefe  had  the  de- 
fired  effect ;  and  though  fhe  had  not  fpoken  more 
than  once  or  twice  during  the  Sunday  night,  and 
moft  part  of  Monday ,  fhe  was  able  to  fpeak  bet¬ 
ter  in  the  evening,  fo  far  as  to  inform  us  that  her 
name  was  Sarah  Binder ,  and  that  ffie  had  lived  fer- 
vant  in  Maiden-lane ,  Covent -garden.  On  Tuefday 
flie  was  more  recovered,*  and  was  able  not  only  to 
confirm  the  account  of  yefterday,  but  to  acquaint 
us  that  ffie  had  been  ill  of  a  fever  about  ten  weeks 
ago,  which  had  obliged  her  to  fell  or  pawn  all  her 
cloaths,  in  order  to  procure  ftill  greater  neceffaries ; 
that  fne  had  neither  eaten  nor  drunk  fince  Friday 

.  lalt  ; 
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laft ;  that  fhe  went  to  BlackfriaP s  Bridge  about 
twelve  o'clock  on  Saturday  night,  and  her  diftrefs 
of  mind  and  body  being  too  heavy  to  bear  any 
longer,  and  not  having  the  moft  diftant  profpedt 
of  better  days,  fhe  threw  herfelf  into  the  water. 
She  now  teflifies  the  greateft  forrow  and  contrition 
for  her  fault,  and  promifes  not  to  repeat  the  at¬ 
tempt.  I  fincerely  hope  that  fhe  will  not  *  but 
that  fhe  will  recover  her  health  and  fpirits,  and  by 
proper  encouragement,  become  an  ufeful  member 
of  the  community.

Mr.  .DymWalfo  mentioned,  in  very  honoura¬ 
ble  terms,  MefTrs.  Philips  and  Child ,  two  church¬ 
wardens,  who  paid  the  greatefl  attention  to  this 
diftreffed  object ;  his  brother,  Mr.  Robert  Dymond , 
who  was  a  very  adtive  coadjutor  in  this  cafe ;  and 
Mrs.  Powell ,  the  miftrefs  of  the  houfe,  who  ad- 
miniftered  every  aid  in  her  power  with  the  utmoft 
chearfulnefs.  The  two  watchmen,  Allen  and 
Cromwell ,  with  fome  poor  women,  who  admitted 
the  patient  into  their  bed,  and  were  in  other  refpedts 
afTiftant  in  the  recovery,  were  ftrongly  recommend¬ 
ed  by  Mr.  Dymond ,  and  received  the  rewards  of 
the  Society, 

CASE  CXII.  No.  9. 

Monday ,  June  9,  1777. 

John  Queedly ,  apprentice  to  Mr,  Breedy ,  Gin¬ 
gerbread  baker,  at  Limehoufe ,  was  inftrumental  in 
laving  the  life  of  a  young  man,  named  Mac  Gra , 
*  who  fell  from  on  board  a  ballaft:  lighter  into  the 

Thames. 
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Thames.  The  man  was  infenfible  when  fir  ft  taken 
up ;  but  he  foon  recovered  his  fenfes,  and  upon  giv¬ 
ing  him  a  little  brandy,  he  was  perfectly  re¬ 
tired. 

This  inftance*  of  prefervation  was  authenticat¬ 
ed  to  the  Treafurerof  the  Society,  and  Queedly  re¬ 
ceived  its  promifed  reward. 

CASE  CX III.  No.  io. 

Copy  of  a  Letter  from  Mr.  Churchy  See. 

On  Saturday ,  June  7,  1 777,  about  four  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon,  I  was  called  to  the  aftiftance  of 

r* - Richards ,  a  boy,  of  about  eight  years  old, 

who  was  taken  out  of  the  New  River  near  Sadler's 
Wells,  to  all  appearance  dead .  As  I  was  from 
home,  my  aftiftarit,  Mr.  Clifton ,  went  immediate¬ 
ly,  and  found  the  body  removed  to  the  King  of 
Prujfia's  Head.  The  people  of  the  houfe  had 
(tripped  and  dried  the  body,  and  put  him  into  a 
warm  bed.  Mr.  Clifton  immediately  applied  fricti¬ 
ons  and  fumigations.  When  1  arrived,  which  was 
about  half  an  hour  after,  the  body  was  become 
fenfibly  warm,  and  was  pretty  univerfally  convulf- 
ed,  and  now  and  then  a  flight  effort  to  breath  was 
perceived.  I  cau fed  the  fridtion  to  be  continued, 
and  flannels  dipped  in  hot  brandy  to  be  applied  to 
the  thorax,  and  under  the  arms.  The  convulfions 
now  became  ftronger,  and  in  a  few  minutes  he 
opened  his  eyes ;  and  fiiortly  after  fpoke,  though 
very  imperfectly.  After  this  he  continued  reco¬ 
vering,  but  (lowly  *,  and  it  was  near  three  hours 
before  he  was  fufficientiy  recovered,  to  be  left  with 
fafety.

Copy  of  a  Letter  from  Mr.  J.  Squires,  Medical 
AHHlant  to  the  Society,  add  rt  He  cl  to  Mr.  Hors¬ 
fall ,  Treafurer,  dated  V/andfworth>  March 
1777. 

S  I  R, 

I  am  exceeding  happy  in  having  an  opportunity 
t,o  tran fruit  to  you  a  Cafe  which  mud  afford  great 
pleafure  to  the  Society,  and  at  the  fame  time  evincq 
to  the  Publick  the  extenfive  utility  of  which  the 
Society  may  be  rendered  capable,  by  a  due  atten¬ 
tion  to  its  rules.  For  1  am  fully  convinced,  that 
in  various  Cafes  of  apparent  Deaths,  many  lives 
might  have  been  prefer ved,  which  have  been  given 
up  for  loft,  if  Editable  methods  had  been  tried  to 
reftore  them.  The  following  inftance,  amongfl 
numbers,  will  corroborate  the  truth  of  this  obfer- 
vation,  as  it  will  appear  that  the  unfortunate  ob* 
jedt  mult  have  inevitably  perifhed,  had  not  fkilful 
affiftance  been  adminiftered,  The  Cafe  was  ftridt- 
jy  thus :  . 

Ann  Lewis ,  of  this  pari  Hi,  a  young  woman, 
aged  only  twenty-two  years,  in  a  fit  of  defpair, 
attempted,  0 n  Monday  i\\z  i6thinftant,  to  deitroy 
herfelf  by  hanging.  In  this  ffate  fine  was  difeover- 
ed,  and  cut  down  in  about  a  quarter  of  an 
hour,  from  the  time  it  was  fuppofed,  from  circum- 
iftances,  {he  had  been  fufpended.  A  meffenger  was 
immediately  difpatched  to  my  houfe,  which  is 
about  half  a  mile  diftant  from  the  place.  Being 
abient,  Mr.  Ley ,  an  ingenious  and  aitiduous  young 
gentleman  (who  is  my  afhftant  in  bufinefs)  haften- 
r  '  -  .y  .  ■  ed 
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ed  to  attempt  her  recovery.  From  him  I  had  the 
following  particulars: — Upon  entering  the  houfe, 
he  faw  feveral  women  who  appeared  much  terri¬ 
fied  and  alarmed,  and  who  told  him,  on  his  en¬ 
quiring  for  the  patient,  that  fire  was  laid  on  a  bed 
in  a  room  they  would  fhew  him  :  but  they  add¬ 
ed,  that  the  poor  girl  was  certainly  dead ,  and  they 
did  not  like  to  remain  in  the  room.  Being  introduc¬ 
ed,  he  found  the  fubjedt  infenfible  and  motionlefs ; 
there  was  no  perceptible  beating  of  the  heart,  nor 
pulfation  in  the  arteries  of  the  wrifls  or  temples  : 
refpiration  had  alfo  apparently  ceafed  :  the  face 
was  alfo  fwoln  and  livid  :  there  was  a  frothing  at 
her  mouth.  He  immediately  employed  the  peo¬ 
ple  about  him,  in  affifling  to  place  the  patient  be¬ 
tween  warm  blankets,  in  ufing  fridlions,  and  in 
blowing  ftrongly  into  the  lungs,  by  applying  the 
mouth  to  that  of  the  unfortunate  perfon.  It  was 
with  difficulty  that  he  could  perfuade  any  of  them 
to  undertake  this  operation,  till  he  had  ftiggefled 
the  medium  of  an  handkerchief;  and  then  one  of  the 
women  applied  with  great  earneflnefs  to  the  bull- 
nefs.  A  warming  pan,  moderately  heated,  was 
rubbed  over  the  back  for  a  confiderable  time  ;  the 
feet  and  legs  were  firfl  immerfed  in  warm  water, 
and  then  rubbed  with  warm  cloths.  Volatiles  were 
alfo  applied  to  the  nofe  and  temples.  After  they 
had  peril  fled  in  the  ufe  of  thefe  means  for  upwards 
of  twenty  minutes ,  Mr.  Ley  had  the  fatisfaction  to 
perceive  fome  fignsof  returning  life,  luch  as  figh- 
ing,  and  flight  twitchings.  Thefe  were  followed, 
in  a  little  time,  by  convuluve  motions,  a  beating  at 
the  heart,  and  a  pulfe  at  the  wrifls,  with  a  return  of 
the  natural  colour  and  warmth,  fie  then  judged 
it  proper  to  take  away  a  tew  ounces  of  blood,  to 
prevent  the  effedts  of  a  prefiure  upon  the  brain, 
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which  might  happen  from  a  furchafge  of  blood 
forced  into  the  veflels,  by  the  ftranguiation  of  the 
cord.  The  gir]  from  that  time  gradually  reco¬ 
vered,  and  this  day  I  took  leave  of  her  perfectly  re- 
ftored ,  body  and  mind ,  and  to  appearance  fincerely 
penitent, 

Mr.  Squires  further  adds,  that  tc  this  fuccefsful 
cafe  is  demonftrative  of  the  happy  effedts  of  per- 
feverance.  Lateat  fcintillula ,  he  obferves,  fhould 
be  ever  prefent  to  the  mind,  when  we  are  called  to 
adminifter  aid  to  perfons  in  thefe  unfortunate  cir - 
cumftances.  That  a  fmall  fpark  may  yet  remain, 
is  a  confideration  that  will  animate  us  to  perfevere 
in  the  moft  defperate  cafes ;  in  the  prefent  one, 
the  affiftants  and  by-ftanders  were  fo  aftonifhed, 
that  they  ecnfidered  the  reftoration  of  the  fubjedt, 
as  little  lefs  than  a  refurredtion  from  the  dead.”

Copy  of  a  letter  From  Mr.  Jofeph  Hooper ,  Medi¬ 
cal  Afliftant  i nTooley-ftreety  Southwark ,  dated.4 

June  25,  1777. 

S  I  R, 

On  the  2 2d  inft.  I  was  called  up  about  four 
o'clock  in  the  morning  by  Thomas  Scott ,  a  Water¬ 
man,  whodefired  my  afiiftance  to  a  woman,  whom 
he  laid,  had  juft  been  taken  out  of  the  river,  to 
all  appearance  dead.  I  went  immediately,  with  my 
afliftant,  Mr.  C.  Rogers ,  and  my  fon,  to  the  unhap¬ 
py  object  at  Watergate.j  oppofite  my  houfe.  I 
perceived  that  (he  had  a  very  fmall  contracted  pulfe, 
and  irregular  motion  of  the  eyelids;  but  the  pu¬ 
pils  of  the  eyelids  were  not  at  all  dilated.  It  is 
fuppofed  indeed,  that  fhe  had  not  been  long  in  the 

water, 
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water,  as  the  watchman  had  feen  her  go  towards 
the  (lairs  about  ten  minutes  before.  Being  inform¬ 
ed  that  (lie  had  a  filler  in  the  neighbourhood,  I 
di (patched  a  meffenger  to  prepare  her  for  the  re¬ 
ception  of  this  unfortunate  perfon,  and  defired 
tour  men,  who  were  by  this  time  affembled  at  the 
place,  to  convey  her  carefully  to  the  houfe,  hold¬ 
ing  her  head  rather  higher  than  the  body,  and 
agitating  it  frequently.  She  was  fcarcely  undreffed 
and  laid  upon  the  bed,  between  the  blankets,  be¬ 
fore  the  was  feized  with  a  flrong  convulfion  fit, 
which  laded  about  four  minutes ,  and  when  this 
left  her,  fne  breathed  perceptibly,  but  with  the 
urnioft  difficulty.  We  now  began  to  ufe  fridlions, 
the  enema  fumofum ,  &c.  but  it  was  a  confiderable 
length  of  time  before  we  were  able  to  excite  a 
proper  degree  of  warmth.  The  convulfions  return¬ 
ed  at  the  intervals  of  about  fifteen  or  twenty  mi¬ 
nutes*,  and  even  after  we  had  been  employed  in  the 
manner  above  mentioned  about  an  hour ,  the  pulfe 
funk,  and  another  violent  fit  feized  her,  which  I 
was  afraid  would  have  carried  her  off.  However, 
by  our  perfevering  in  the  ufe  of  the  means,  die 
was  recovered  from  it,  and  even  became  more  fen- 
fible  than  die  had  been  hitherto.  She  was  now 
able  to  take  fome  fpirits  of  hartfhorn  in  water; 
die  complained  of  being  very  cold,  reached  ado 
feveral  times,  though  ineffectually.  We  gave  her 
fome  warm  wine  and  water,  and  a  cordial  mix¬ 
ture  with  Conf.  Card.  Spt.  Volar.  Arom.  &c.  which 
feenied  to  give  her  much  relief;  a  kindly  warmth 
being  now  diffufed  o’er  the  body,  the  circulation 
free,  and  breathing  lefs  difficult,  I  left  her  feem- 
ingly  difpofed  to  deep;  this  was  about  fix  o'clock 
in  the  morning.  At  noon  I  called  again,  and 
found  her  perfectly  rdtored,  excepting  indeed. 
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that  { he  complained  of  a  general  forerieTs  and  lan¬ 
guor.  She  expreifed  great  contrition  for  having 
thus  attempted  to  put  a  period  to  her  life. 

To  one  who  had  not  been  apprized  of  the  dan¬ 
ger  of  early  bleeding  in  thefe  cafes,  the  florid 
complexion,  and  extreme  difficulty  of  breathing, 
might  have  fuggefted  the  necefiity  of  the  lancet ; 
but  I  was  convinced  of  its  impropriety,  by  ob- 
ferving,  that  the  fymptoms  v/ere  relieved,  in  pro¬ 
portion  to  the  affiduous  ufe  of  the  oppofite  reme¬ 
dies,  viz.  Volatile  ftimulants,  artificial  warmth, 
fri&ion,  cordials,  See.

P.  S.  The  men  who  carried  this  woman  from 
the  flairs  to  her  fifier’s  houfe,  were  T.  Scott ,  John 

Langley ,  Thomas  Mullins ,  and  - Neal ,  whom 

I  difmiflfed,  as  foon  as  they  had  laid  her  upon  the 
bed. 

Mr.  Hooper  afterwards  learned  that  the  name 
oF  this  perfon  is  Martha  Wood,  that  her  age  is 
about  forty,  and  that  fhe  lives  in  Kent-ftreet . 
The  above  men  were  fatisfactorily  rewarded.

Extradl  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  John  Dymond ,  See. 
dated  June  27,  1777. 

S  I  R, 

I  was  called  about  one  o’clock  this  morning  to  a 
drowned  woman,  that  was  taken  up  near  Black- 
friars -Bridge.  She  had  been  conveyed  to  the 
JV atch-houfe ,  and  I  found  her  in  a  fitting  pofture, 

lupported 
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fupported  by  a  watchman,  before  a  large  fire? 
There  was  a  very  Imall  degree  of  refpiration,  a 
feeble  pulfe  was  alfo  perceivable  at  the  neck  and 
temples,  but  not  at  the  wriffs ;  the  eyelids  were 
Iwoln,  and  eyes  inflamed,  as  if  file  had  been  cry¬ 
ing  :  There  was  a  general  coldnefs.  I  lent  a 
watchman  to  a  publick  houfe  in  Erifto! fireety  who 
ioon  returned  with  the  information,  that  the  pub¬ 
lican  was  willing  to  receive  the  patient  into  his 
houfe.  By  this  time,  which  might  be  about  fif¬ 
teen  minutes ,  fhe  began  to  move  her  eye- lids  and 
lips,  fpoke  feebly,  faying,  I  am  very  cold .  She 
was  now  gently  conveyed  to  the  houle,  but  the  in¬ 
human  publican  met  us  at  the  door,  and  refufed 
to  admit  her,  notwithffanding  his  former  promife. 
She  was  now  in  the  cold  air,  with  her  wet  cloaths 
Bill  about  her,  and  growing  fenfibly  worfe,  when 
one  of  the  watchmen  humanely  offered  his  room, 
which  was  near  to  the  fpot.  We  immediately  con¬ 
veyed  her  thither,  and  his  wife  very  readily  got 
out  of  bed,  to  admit  the  unfortunate  objedl.  She 
was  now  ff ripped  and  placed  between  the  warm 
blankets,  a  fire  was  made,  fome  brick  tiles  were 
heated,  wrapt  in  cloths,  and  applied  to  her  legs 
and  body.  Her  arms  and  feet  were  rubbed  with 
warm  hands.  The  fumes  of  tobacco  were  thrown 
up  the  redlum.  By  thefe  means  fhe  foon  began 
to  recover  her  warmth.  1  fent  home  for  a  cordi¬ 
al,  not  being  able  to  procure  any  thing  for  her  in 
fhat  place.  She  fwallowed  a  fpoonful  or  two,  but 
with  difficulty.  She  fighed  frequently,  feemed 
wild  and  confufed.  The  pulfe  was  now  very  per¬ 
ceptible  at  the  wrift.  About  three  o'clock  I  left 
her,  and  fhe  continued  to  recover  gradually  till 
the  evening  of  the  next  day,  when  I  was  called  to 
her.  She  was  foaming  at  the  mouth,  and  breath-; 
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ed  with  the  utmofl  difficulty.  Her  pulfe  was  Full 
but  irregular,  ffie  Teemed  ftupid,  and  fpeechlefs, 
and  when  roufed  from  her  ftupor,  ffie  Toon  re- 
lapfed.  I  added  fome  volatiles  to  the  cordial  me¬ 
dicine.  Returning  at  ten  o' clock,  I  found  her  ftiii 
worfe.  As  her  recovery  was  exceedingly  doubtful, 
I  was  defirous  of  the  opinion  of  my  brother  Me¬ 
dical  Affiftant,  Mr.  Armiger ,  a  gentleman  ingenious 
in  his  profeffion,  and  a  warm  friend  to  the  inftitu- 
tion.  We  agreed  to  take  away  fome  blood  ;  eight 
ounces  were  accordingly  taken.  She  Teemed  the 
better  for  it,  the  pulfe  was  more  regular,  her 
breathing  not  fo  oppreffed,  and  ffie  fpoke  fre¬ 
quently.  A  laxative  injection  was  adminiftered, 
which  procured  a  copious  evacuation.  The  blif- 
ter  was  applied,  and  the  other  medicines  continued. 
The  next  morning  it  was  our  joint  defire  to  call  in 
our  worthy  colleague  Mr.  Hawes ,  efteemed  no  iefs 
for  his  humanity  than  fkill  in  cafes  of  this  kind. 
Meeting  at  the  room,  at  the  time  appointed,  we 
had  the  pleafure  to  find  that  the  patient  was  fome- 
N  thing  better.  The  medicines  were  continued.  In 
the  evening  ffie  was  able  tu  be  removed  to  her  fif- 
ter’s.  She  continued  low,  and  in  a  very  indifferent 
Hate  for  fome  days,  but  is  now  happily  recovered, 
fo  far  as  to  be  calm  and  chearful. 

P.  S.  The  poor  afflicted  woman  was  difcovered 
by  Mr.  Bafcomh ,  of  Parer  as.  The  perfons  entitled 
to  a  reward  are,  my  Affiftant  Mr.  Robert  Dymond , 
Charles  JVatJon ,  William  Morgan ,  and  j.  Parjons% 
Watchmen. 

CASE  CXVII.  No.  14. 

Tune  30th,  1777.  About  eight  o’clock  in  the 
evening,  John  Richards ,  a  child  between  lour  and 
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five  years  of  age,  accidentally  fell  out  of  a  boat 
into  the  river  Thames,  near  Hungerford  Stairs . 
The  accident  was  obferved  by  William  Maynard 
and  John  Sharpe,  Watermen,  who  immediately 
ran  to  his  afliftance,  and  were  fo*  happy  as  to  be 
able  to  take  him  from  between  the  lighters,  after 
he  had  been  in  the  water  five  or  fix  minutes.  They 

carried  the  lad  to  his  parents,  who  lived  in  an  ad¬ 
jacent  court,  and  a  mefTenger  was  fent  to  Mr. 
Beaumont  in  Villiers-ftreet.  He  was  not  at  home  ; 
but  his  fon,  a  young  gentleman  who  had  been  with 
his  father  upon  fimilar  occafions,  went  to  the 
place  to  render  what  fervices  he  was  able.  He 
found  the  child  in  bed,  quite  fenfelefs.  His  face 
fwoln  and  livid,  his  body  and  extremities  cold. 
The  attendants  were  fhaking  and  calling  to  him, 
in  order,  as  they  faid,  to  awaken  the  child,  and 
were  going  to  give  him  a  glafs  of  geneva.  To 
this  the  young  gentleman  objeded.  Some  figns 
of  life  however  foon  appeared,  and  the  boy  began 
to  move  his  hands,  and  laid  one  of  them  upon  his 
ftomach,  in  a  manner  that  indicated  great  uneafi- 
nefs.  Young  Mr.  Beaumont  now  recommended 
'  fome  warm  water  with  ialt  in  it,  with  a  defign  to 
excite  a  vomiting.  It  had  this  effed,  and  the 
child  feemed  to  be  relieved  by  it.  In  a  fhort 
time  afterwards  he  (poke,  though  feebly.  A  cor¬ 
dial  was  now  adminiftered.  Mr.  Beaumont  re¬ 
turning  about  ten  o’clock  ,  went  to  fee  the  little 
patient,  and  found  him  tolerably  well  recovered. 

The  above  cafe  was  communicated  to  us  by  Mr. 
Beaumont . 
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CASE  XVIII.  No.  15. 

July  3d,  1777.  As  Francis  Bates ,  by  trade  a 
wire-drawer,  living  at  the  Barley-Mow ,  Z,07zg- 
WeJ  Smithfield ,  was  bathing  in  the  Fhamesy 
the  force  of  the  tide  carried  him  out  of  his  depth, 
and  under  one  of  the  arches  of  Blackfriars- bridge. 
Though  but  a  bad  fwimmer,  he  was  able  to  keep 
himfelf  above  the  water  for  fome  minutes,  ex¬ 
pecting  every  moment  to  fink.  Thomas  T>wrbamy 
a  waterman,  feeing  his  diftrefs,  immediately  put 
off  for  his  relief  ;  and  rowing  to  the  place,  was  fo 
fortunate  as  to  fave  him  in  this  molt  dangerous 
ftate.  Durhaqi  received  from  this  fociety  the 
reward  due  to  his  diligence  and  humanity. 

CASE  CXIX.  No.  1 6. 

Copy  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  William  Hawes ,  of 
Palfgrave-Placey  to  the  Treafurer  of  the  Sodr 
cty. 

S  I  R, 

As  alfi fling  towards  the  eftabli  foment,  and  pro? 
moting  the  interefls  of  the  Humane  Society,  has 
been  one  of  the  greatefl  pleafures  of  my  life,  from 
a  firm  conviction  of  its  extenfive  utility;  fo  it  is 
with  the  utmoft  fatisfaClion,  that  I  am  now  able 
to  communicate  to  you,  the  particulars  of  a  cafe 
which  has  fallen  under  my  own  infpeClion, 
and  in  which  I  have  been  the  happy  inflrument 
of  refcuing  a  fellow-creature  from  the  jaws  of 
death. 
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On  Sunday  the  6th  of  this  month,  about  Fouf 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  one  John  Barton ,  of  St. 
Clements  Banes ,  in  the  Strand ,  fell  from  a  barge 
into  the  Thames.  W.  Robinfon ,  who  was  ftanding 
on  another  barge,  at  fome  little  diltance,  heard  the 
found  of  fomething  plunging  into  the  water;  and' 
turning  round  he  faw  the  body  of  a  man  rif- 
ing  up  to  the  furface  of  the  water.  He  made  all 
poffible  hafte  to  the  fpot,  but  there  being  no  im¬ 
mediate  communication,  he  was  obliged  to  run  a 
confiderable  way  round,  viz.  up  Ejfex-ftreet  and 
down  Milford  Lane ,  and  alfo  over  feveral  barges, 
to  come  at  the  one  from  which  the  lad  had  fallen. 
He  then  fearched  for  the  body,  with  a  boat-hook, 
and  was  fo  fortunate  as  to  bring  it  up  foon  ;  and 
recolle&ing  the  perfon,  he  carried  the  body  to 
his  parents  in  Milford- Lane.  The  patient  ap¬ 
peared  fo  totally  void  of  life,  that  he  was  laid 
upon  the  bed  without  any  attempts  being  made 
for  his  recovery.  At  length,  one  of  his  neigh¬ 
bours  fent  for  me;  I  was  fortunately  at  home, 
and  went  immediately  with  the  mdlenger.  I 
found  the  body  exceffively  cold,  totally  infenfi- 
ble,  nor  could  I,  upon  the  ftri&eft  examination, 
perceive  the  leaft  pulfation,  or  refpiration,  or  any 
other  vital  motion.  I  ordered  the  wet  cloaths  to 
be  taken  off,  and  the  body  to  be  wiped  dry.  I 
then  applied  fridtions,  and  other  methods  of  reco¬ 
very  recommended  by  our  fociety.  In  about  a 
quarter  of  an  hour ,  having  to  appearance  gained 
no  ground,  I  made  a  very  ftrong  folution  of  the 
emetic  tartar,  and,  with  great  difficulty,  forced 
down  a  tea  fpoonful  at  a  time ;  and  to  render  it 
the  more  effective,  I  ordered  the  affiftants  to  agi¬ 
tate  the  body  confiderably.  In  about  five  minutes 
after  this,  a  great  quantity  of  froth  ifiued  from  the 
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mouth  and  noftrils  ^  and  in  a  few  minutes  more,  he 
vomited  violently,  groaned  very  much,  and  fell 
intoftrong  convulfions.  Thefe  went  off  gradually  ; 
the  warmth  of  the  body  returned,  fo  that  the  heart 
and  arterial  fyftem  once  more  began  their  vital 
functions.  The  vomiting  I  encouraged  with 
draughts  of  warm  water,  which  fo  far  from  debi¬ 
litating,  as  has  been  fuppofed,  they  abfolutely  gave 
frelh  vigour  to  the  vital  powers*.  After  frequent 
vomitings,  he  fell  into  profufe  fweats;  his  pulfe 
became  more  regular,  and  he  breathed  with  great¬ 
er  eafe.  Some  panada,  with  wine,  was  now  admi- 
niftered  *,  and  I  fent  him  alfo  fome  ftrong  cordial 
medicines,  which  were  given  him.  He  (lept  tole¬ 
rably  well  a  great  part  of  the  night.  The  next 
day  his  pulfe  was  very  quick,  and  he  complained 
of  the  head-ach.  By  the  affiftanceof  proper  me¬ 
dicines,  thefe  febrile  fymptoms  were  eafily  remov¬ 
ed  *,  fo  that  in  a  few  days  he  was  perfectly  reftored 
to  health. 

William  Robinfoni  and  the  afiiftant  parties,  were 
fatisfadtorily  rewarded  by  the  Treafurer.

Extra#  of  a  Letter  from  Mr.  Wyatt ,  Medical  Af- 

Mant  in  the  Minories ,  dated  July  10,  1777. 

S  I  R, 

On  Tburfday  fe’nnight,  about  fix  o'clock  in  the 
evening,  as  1  was  palling,  by  accident,  through 
Be  vis  Mark ,  Duke’s  Place ,  Houndf ditch ,  my  at¬ 
tention  was  engaged  by  the  cries  of  a  woman  in 
the  greateft  diftrefs ;  and  feeing  feveral  perfons 
running  into  a  little  yard  near  the  place,  I  was 

prompted

prompted  to  enquire  into  the  caule.  Some  by- 
Itanders  knowing  my  profeffion,  made  way  for  me 
through  the  croud.  1  faw  a  fine  infant,  aged  about 
eighteen  months,  lying  in  the  arms  of  a  young 
woman,  dead ,  to  all  appearance .  Its  countenance 
was  livid  and  fwoln ;  the  eyes  half  fhut  and 
fixed  ;  the  mouth  a  little  opened.  No  refpiration 
nor  pulfation  of  any  of  the  arteries,  or  of  the  heart, 
was  perceptible :  a  profufe  fweat,  attended  with 
that  clamminefs,  which  is  always  an  alarming 
fymptom,  was  diffufed  over  the  body.  I  was  in¬ 
formed  that  the  child  had  been  fmothered.  My 
ideas  were,  that  the  young  woman,  overcome  with 
fleep,  had  lain  upon  and  fuffocated  it.  I  cut  off 
its  cloaths,  and  Gripping  it  entirely  naked,  ex- 
pofed  it  to  the  open  air,  that  the  external  veffels 
might  be  conftringed  thereby,  and  the  blood  pro¬ 
pelled  inwardly  might  ftimulate  the  heart  to  its 
wonted  action.  In  this  refpedt  I  deviated  from 
the  methods  recommended  in  fuffocation  by  water, 
by  which  the  circulation  is  originally  checked  ex¬ 
ternal.  The  other  means  ufed  were  fimilar,  fuch  as 
gently  agitating  the  body,  and  varying  its  pofition, 
applying  gentle  fri&ions  firft  to  the  breaft,  and  af¬ 
terwards  to  the  extremities,  and  rubbing  volatile 
fpirits  upon  the  temples  and  noftrils :  in  about  ten 
or  fifteen  minutes ,  fymptoms  of  returning  life  ap¬ 
peared  ;  fuch  as  pulfation  in  the  arteries,  fighs  at 
intervals,  &c.  Thefe  gradually  increafed  till  the 
next  morning,  when  the  infant  appeared  perfectly 
recovered. 

Upon  a  more  minute  enquiry  into  the  cafe,  I 
learned  that  the  infant  had  been  laid  to  fleep  on  a 
bed,  the  bedftead  of  which  was  made  to  turn  up. 
Acarelefs  girl  coming  into  the  room,  threw  fome 
things  upon  the  bed,  and  turned  it  up  without 

perceiving

perceiving  the  child.  The  child  continued  in  that 
ftate  about  an  hour  and  half \  when  another  perfon 
coming  to  make  the  bed,  difcovered  the  infant  in 
the  alarming  fituation,  and  infcnfible  ftate  deferr¬ 
ed  above.  It  was  the  mother  whofe  cries  and  ago¬ 
nies  had  engaged  my  attention  ;  (he  is  the  wife  of 
Da  Coflai  a  butcher  in  Bevis  market .

CASE  CXXI.  No.  1 8. 

Sunday ,  July  13,  1777.  About  three  o’clock 
in  the  afternoon,  Mr.  John  Gray,  of  Rotherhithc , 
was  fent  for  to  the  Spread  Eagle ,  a  Publick  Houfe 
near  Church  flairs,  Rotherhithe ,  to  aflift  in  the  re¬ 
covery  of  a  boy  that  had  been  taken  out  of  the 
Thames.  There  were  fome  faint  figns  of  life  be¬ 
fore  Mr.  Gray’s  arrival,  which  he  attributed  to  the 
a&ivity  of  the  waterman,  who  had  been  very  afii- 
duous  in  ufing  the  means  from  the  firft  inftant. 
Mr.  Gray  ordered  the  room  to  be  cleared  of  all 
the  fuperfluous  company  that  were  afiembled,  and 
he  exhorted  the  others  to  continue  the  frictions 
upon  the  abdomen,  gently  agitate  the  body,  and 
apply  volatiles  to  the  noftrils  and  temples.  In 
about  half  an  hour ,  the  patient  began  to  move  his 
arms,  and  open  his  eyes.  Soon  afterwards  he  dif- 
charged  a  quantity  of  water  from  the  ftomach, 
and  then  became  fenfible.  Mr.  Gray  now  left  him 
in  bed,  and  returning  in  the  fpace  of  an  hour,  he 
found  the  patient  tolerably  well  recovered,  except¬ 
ing  a  violent  pain  in  his  head,  of  which  he  com¬ 
plained.  This  was  relieved  by  bleeding.  Mr. 
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Gray  related  the  above  particulars  to  the  Trea- 
furer,  and  commends,  in  the  ftrongeft  terms,  the 
humanity,  zeal,  and  activity  of  John  Newberry , 
the  waterman,  and  Mr.  Bone ,  the  publican.  The 
name  of  the  lad  is  Samuel  IVadley.  He  was  feven- 
teen  years  of  age,  and  belonged  to  the  Georgia 
Packet. 


CASE  CXXII.  No.  19; 

Monday ,  July  14,  1777,  about  Jlx  o’clock  in 
the  morning,  a  poor  woman,  named  Bubell%  threw 
herfelf  into  the  large  pond  near  the  bridge  in  Hyde - 
Park .

She  was  cold  and  motionlefs,  but  fome  figns 
of  life  appeared  before  Mr.  Jackfon ,  the  Medical 
afliftant,  arrived.  She  was  conveyed  to  the  houfe 
of  Mr.  Tyrrell  at  the  Queen's  Head ,  Knightjbridge , 
and  attended  by  Mr.  Jackfon ,  till  her  perfed:  re¬ 
covery.  The  reafon  given  by  the  woman  for  her 
committing  of  thisrafti  attempt,  was,  that  (he  had 
loft  a  guinea,  with  which  (be  was  going  to  redeem 
fome  cloaths  from  pawn,  and  was  afraid  of  her 
hufband’s  anger.  Mr.  Jackfon  fent  for  the  man, 
and  had  the  pleafure  of  feeing  the  parties  recon¬ 
ciled. 

The  man  who  took  the  patient  out  of  the  water, 
and  the  publican,  received  the  Rewards  of  the 
Society.

July  it,  William  Oldfield ,  a  waterman,  was  the 
happy  inftrument  of  faving  the  life  of  W \  Broad , 
who,  bathing  in  the  river  \ Thames ,  (near 
flairs)  went  out  of  his  depth,  and  cried,  at  feveral 
times,  for  help.  This  waterman  ran  to  his  aflif- 
tance,  and  took  him  up  at  the  immediate  hazard  of 
his  life,  juft  as  the  lad  was  finking  the  third  time.

Dear  Sir,  Deptford,  July  25,  1777. 

The  bearer,  Mr.  John  Banks ,  a  Publican  in 
Deptford ,  has  lately  reftored  two  perfons  to  life, 
the  one  a  luicide,  the  oiher  accidentally  drowned. 

The  perlon  who  attempted  to  deft roy  himfelf  is 
named  Thomas  Grace ,  and  is,  by  trade,  a  garde¬ 
ner.  Pic  threw  himfelf  into  the  river  fiasuirj houtne, 
which  falls  into  t he  Thames ,  betwixt  Deptford  and 
Greenwich ,  on  Sunday  the  6th  inft.ant,  .betwixt two 
and  three  o’clock  in  the  afternoon.  Mrs.  Banks 
feeing  him  throw  himfelf  into  the  water,  called 
her  hufband,  who  immediately,  at  a  confiderable 
rifle,  faved  the  poor  wretch  from  the  deftrubtion 
he  intended  ;  and  has  io  far  reconciled  him  to 
life,  that  he  has  made  no  farther  attempt,  and  in¬ 
deed  feems,  at  prefect,  chearful  and  well. 

The  perfon  accidentally  drowned  is  a  boy, 
named  Thomas  Wilding ,  fon  to  a  labourer  in 
Church  fr  eet,  Deptford ,  who,  diverting  himfelf  on 
the  brink  of  the  above-mentioned  river,  about  a 
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month  fince,  unfortunately  fell  in,  and  might 
have  been  drowned,  had  not  Mr.  Banks’s  coming 
at  that  time,  fortunately,  with  a  pail  to  draw  wa¬ 
ter,  refcued  the  boy,  and  rejoiced  his  parents. 

It  was  not,  till  this  day,  that  I  had  any  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  above  circumftances.  I  am  fure  the 
Humane  Society  will  pay  attention  to  them  •,  not 
only  as  they  come  within  the  limits  of  their  excel¬ 
lent  plan,  but  as  the  encouragement  afforded  to  a 
perfon  of  fo  good  a  character  as  Mr.  Banks ,  will 
prompt  others  in  this  place  to  think  of  the  fubjedl, 
and  fupport  the  Charity.

As  I  was  walking  in  the  Park,  on  Friday  even¬ 
ing  laft,  Auguft  18,  I  faw  feveral  people  running 
to  the  river  fide.  Afking  a  man  what  was  the 
matter  ?  he  told  me  that  a  young  man,  James 
Thompfony  a  taylor  by  trade,  had  gone  into  the 
river  to  bathe,  and  not  being  able  to  fwim,  had 
got  out  of  his  depth,  and  was  unfortunately 
drowned.  I  went  immediately  to  his  afiiftance, 
and  I  learned  that  he  had  been  under  water  about 
ten  minutes ,  and  had  been  lying  on  thegrafs  about 
a  quarter  of  an  hour .  He  was  quite  cold  :  a  livid 
hue  was  fpread  over  his  face,  neck,  bread,  and 
fome  part  of  the  extremities :  his  eyes  were  very 
dim,  and  he  was  to  all  appearance  dead  •,  and  with¬ 
out  doubt  he  very  foon  would  have  been  fo,  as 
no  afiiftance  had  been  fent  for  by  the  people  about 
him,  becaufe  they  thought  it  would  be  ufelefs. 
However,  I  defired  fome  young  men  prefent  to 
afiift  me  in  the  ufe  of  the  means.  In  about  an 
boury  he  was  able  to  fpeak,  but  he  was  not  yet 
fenfible,  for  he  called  on  his  abfent  friends  to  help 
him  out  of  the  water,  or  he  fhould  be  drowned. 
Strong  fpafms  attacked  his  legs  and  arms,  and  fo 
very  violent  were  the  contra&ions,  that  it  was  not 
in  the  power  of  the  ftrongeft  man  to  keep  his 
limbs  extended.  Thefe  fpafms  lafted  about  ten 
minuteSy  at  intervals.  In  purfuing  the  mode  of

As  foon  as  he  was  difcovered,  affiftance  was  given 
him.  He  was  conveyed  to  an  adjacent  publick- 
houfe,  and  very  humanely  received.  When  firft 
taken  out  of  the  water  he  was  totally  deprived  of 
his  fenfes ;  his  extremities  were  quite  cold  ;  nor 
could  any  pulfation  be  perceived.  The  body  was 
rubbed  dry,  and  laid  upon  a  bedj  conftant  and  (mart 
fri&ions  were  made  ufe  of,  together  with  warm 
applications  to  the  feet  and  arm* pits,  and  volatiles 
to  the  noftrils.  In  the  fpace  of  an  hour  and  halfy 
the  pulfation  was  perceptible,  and  it  gradually  be¬ 
came  (Longer.  As  foon  as  he  could  fwaliow,  a 
cordial  medicine  was  given  him,  at  intervals,  which 
greatly  relieved  the  oppreflion  at  his  (lomach.  In 
about  five  hours  the  man  was  perfedly  reftored. 

The  alfiftant  parties,  ftrongly  recommended  by 
Mr.  Garrett  for  their  afliduity  and  care,  received 
the  rewards  of  the  Society.

About  three  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the 
7th  inftant,  Robert  Angell ,  a  boy  ten  years  of  age,

■ Thames .  His  companions  calling  out  for  kelp, 
two  men,  viz.  John  gfyinnill  and  Richard  Rixon , 
jumped  into  a  boat,  lying  a  long  fide,  and  having 
fearched  fome  time,  the  former  touched  him  on 
his  temple  with  his  boat-hook,  (as  appeared  af¬ 
terwards)  but  having  no  hold  he  again  fearched, 
and  hitched  him  by  the  (hoe,  and  thus  brought 
him  to  the  furface.  When  they  both  lifted  him  out, 
and  laid  him  on  the  deck,  having  been  in  the  wa¬ 
ter  (from  the  beft  account  I  could  procure)  not  lefs 
than  fix  minutes •  They  then  carried  him  to  the 
Widow  Hampton's,  who  keeps  the  neareft  publick- 
houfe.  She  very  readily  received  him,  and  afford¬ 
ed  every  accommodation  in  her  power. 

In  the  mean  time,  I  being  fent  for,  went  with 
my  journeyman  and  fon,  accompanied  by  my 
neighbour,  Mr.  R.  Kent ,  Surgeon,  in  the  Borough 
High  ftreet.  But  before  any  of  us  could  get  there,  • 
the  boy  had  begun  to  gafp  like  a  perfon  juft  ex¬ 
piring.  This  was  prefently  fuceeeded  by  a  con- 
vulfive  fcreaming,  with  great  interruption  in  breath- 
ing.  He  being  ftripped  and  laid  between  two 
blankets,  we  kept  up  a  brifk  fridion,  whilft  a 
warming-pan,  with  hot  coals,  was  moved  up  and 
down  over  the  bed  clothes,  and  as  foon  as  he  was 
able  to  fwallow,  we  gave  him  fome  fpr.  vol-arom.

As  John  Nicks ,  (fon  of  William  Nicks  of  Green- 
hithe ,  near  Dartford  in  Kent,  barge- matter)  fourteen 
years  of  age,  was  moving  a  barge  at  the  bottom 
of, Water-lane,  Fleet -ftreet ,  the  hitcher  giving  way, 
he  fell  overboard.  A  little  boy  handing  by,  cal¬ 
led  for  a  hi  fiance,  upon  which  William  Nicks ,  wa¬ 
terman,  jumped  into  his  boat,  and  came  up  to 
him  about  eight  minutes  after  he  fell  in,  jufl  as  he 
was  going  down  the  laft  time,  but  fortunately 
thrufling  his  arm  after  him,  he  caught  him  by  the 
hair  of  the  head,  and  laid  him  acrofs  the  feat  in 
the  boat,  without  fenfeor  motion,  by  winch  pollute 
a  quantity  of  water  ran  from  his  mouth  and  ut  drils 
of  different  colours.  He  was  afterwards  put  to. 
bed  in  his  father’s  barge  ;  and  after  they  had  forced 
fome  rum  down  his  throat,’ and  rubb’d  him,  lie 
became  fenfible.  Mr.  Forbes  was  lent  lor,  but 
being  out  of  town,  I  ran  to  the  pl-ce;  OH  re  i 
could  get  there,  the  boy  could  fpeak.  1  defired 
him  to  be  brought  on  ffiore,  as  die  air  in  the  barge 
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was  bad,  and  after  he  was  put  to  bed  on  ffiore,  we 
gave  him  feme  warm  wine  and  water,  upon  which 
his  ficknefs  and  difficulty  of  breathing  abated.  In 
the  evening  he  was  hill  better,  when  I  ordered  him 
whey  with  §fs  of  manna.  This  morning  he  is 
tolerably  well. 

The  above  circumftances,  refpefling  the  time 
of  his  being  in  the  water,  and  the  manner  of  his 
being  taken  out,  were  corroborated  by  feveral  of 
the  by-fUnders  •,  and  I  have  reafon  to  believe  alfo, 
that  the  father  is  much  indebted  for  his  prefent; 
happinefs,  to  the  rewards  offered  by  the  Humane

Having  acquainted  you  with  feveral  unfuccefs - 
ful  cafes,  I  now  have  the  very  great  fatisfadion  to 
inform  you  of  a  fuccefsful  one. 

William  Findlyfon ,  a  child  of  about  nine  years 
old,  being  left  to  take  care  of  a  boat  yefterday, 
near  Shadwell-dock-Jlairs ,  by  fome  accident  fell 
into  the  water;  under  which,  (according  to  the 
intelligence  I  received)  he  continued  from  fifteen 
to  twenty  minutes  before  he  was  taken  up.  I  for¬ 
tunately  happened  to  be  at  the  George  publick- 
houfe,  viliting  a  patient,  the  moment  the  child 
was  brought  in.  There  did  not  appear  the  lead 
remains  of  life,  but  by  a  diligent  perfeverance  in 
the  methods  recommended  by  the  fociety,  in 
about  eight  or  ten  minutes  1  had  the  happinefs  to 
difcover  fymptoms  of  returning  life,  and  in  about 
an  hour  afterwards  he  feemed  pretty  well  recover¬ 
ed,  though  he  was  not  per  fed  ly  fenfible  for  fome 
time. 

As  bleeding  has  been  fuppofed  to  be  prejudicial 
in  fome  cafes,  I  was  extremely  cautious  in  the 
ufe  of  that  remedy  ;  yet,  as  the  patient  feemed  to 
breathe  with  very  great  difficulty,  and  was  then 
tolerably  well  recovered,  1  ventured  to  open  a 
vein,  by  which  I  found  the  child’s  refpiration  much 
relieved.

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cadilly,  I  applied  to  two  different  Publicans,  almofi 
facing  the  gate,  to  take  her  in,  but  both  refufed 
on  any  terms;  atlaft,  Mr.  Weft  tall ,  who  keeps  the 
White-horfe  in  Brick-ftreet ,  furnifhed  her  with  a 
room,  and  every  nccelTary.  I  immediately  had 
her  wet  cloaths  taken  off,  and  Die  was  put  into 
bed  between  the  blankets.  Her  pulfe  was  then 
fcarcely  perceptible. »  I  got  down  with  great  diffi¬ 
culty,  a  little  warm  brandy  and  water,  ordered 
hot  bricks,  wrapped  in  flannel,  to  the  foies  of  her 
feet  and  under  her  arms,  and  her  body  to  be  rubbed 
with  hot  flannels,  keeping  her  head  railed.  Soon 
after  ffie  complained  of  a  violent  pain  in  her  fto- 
mach,  and  her  breath  was  very  ffiort.  I  then 
opened  a  vein  in  her  arm,  and  took  about  four 
ounces  of  blood.  We  perflfted  in  the  above  me¬ 
thods  for  near  three  hours ,  about  which  time  fhc 
vomited  above  a  pint  of  water,  with  fome 
green  weeds,  with  which  the  pond  was  covered. 
She  then  began  to  grow  a  little  warm,  which  en- 
crcafed  by  degrees  until  fhe  recovered.

It  is  with  the  utmoft  fatisfadtion  I  can  inform 
you  of  a  cafe  in  which  I  have  been  able  (by  the 
means  recommended  by  your  truly  Humane  Soci¬ 
ety)  to  reftore  life  to  one,  who,  before  the  inftitu- 
tion  of  your  Society,  would  probably  have  been 
numbered  with  the  dead. 

About  J 'even  o’clock  in  the  evening  of  Tue/day^ 
(Ofiober  28)  I  was  fent  for  to  the  afftftance  of  Bry¬ 
an  Maxey ,  aged  29  years,  who  (as  the  meflcnger 
informed  me)  had  hanged  himfelf.  I  immediate¬ 
ly,  with  my  fon,  haftened  to  the  place,  (about  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  diftant  from  my  houfe.  We 
there  found  the  poor  fellow,  to  all  outward  appear¬ 
ance,  dead :  the  jaw  fo  fixed,  as  to  require  the  ut¬ 
moft  force  to  move  it  *,  a  coldnefs  had  overfpread 
the  limbs  and  whole  furface  of  the  body,  except¬ 
ing  a  very  fmall  degree  of  warmth  which  difco- 
vered  itfelf  at  the  pit  of  the  ftomach.  A  wo¬ 
man,  who  had  fome  imperfedt  idea  of  the  means 
you  recommend,  and  the  rewards  you  offer,  en¬ 
deavoured,  and  with  fome  fuccefs,  to  increafe  the 
warmth,  by  rubbing  the  pit  of  the  ftomach  with 
flannel.  This  fmall  degree  of  heat,  and  a  tremu¬ 
lous  kind  of  motion  in  the  artery  at  the  wrift,  not 
to  be  perceived,  but  with  the  utmoft  earneftnefs 
of  attention,  were  the  only  encouraging  fymp- 
toms.  1  fhould  here  obferve,  that  a  neighbour, 
who  pradtifes  bleeding,  had  taken  about  eight 
ounces  of  blood  from  the  arm  before  we  came.

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We  were  foon  joined  by  Mr.  Dearne  of  Shoreditch , 
who  very  humanely  afiifted  us  in  our  endeavours, 
which  happily  proved  fuccefsful  •,  for  having  per¬ 
illed  in  the  means  you  recommend,  inflation  of 
the  lungs,  alternately  raifing  and  diflreflihg  the 
cheft,  friction,  &c.  for  rather  more  than  a  quarter 
of  an  hour ,  we  perceived  the  motion  of  the  artery 
at  the  wrifl:  encreafed  to  a  diftin#,  though  yet  ai- 
moft  imperceptible  pulfation  ;  and  now  all'o  we 
perceived  the  pupil,  which  had  hitherto  been  ex¬ 
ceedingly  dilated,  Ihew  a  tendency  to  contra#. 
After  forty  minutes,  or  rather  more,  he  fetched  a 
deep  ligh,  which  was  followed  by  a  confiderable 
increafe  in  the  force  of  the  pulfc  ;  and  the  lungs 
being  inflated,  the  leafl:  prefifure  on  the  thorax  was 
immediately  followed  by  its  contraction.  In  about 
an  hour  the  natural  breathing  took  place  *  and  in 
about  half  an  hour  more  (being  an  hour  and  an 
half  after  we  began  our  endeavours)  fenfe  return¬ 
ed.  He  then  complained  of  an  exceflive  pain  in 
the  head.  He  had  fome  warm  brandy  and  water 
given  him,  and  a  purging  ptifan  fent,  of  which  he 
was  to  take  a  fuffkient  quantity  to  procure  him  one 
(tool. 

-  IVednefday  29,  the  medicine  had  operated  once  ; 
he  v/as  now  exceedingly  low  and  faint,  and  com¬ 
plained  of  pain  at  the  pit  of  the  ftomach,  his 
head  remaining  much  the  fame :  had  been  light¬ 
headed  during  the  night,  his  puife  remarkably  full. 
The  purging  ptifan  was  continued,  and  an  ere# 
pofture  recommended. 

cT'hurfday  30,  he  had  three  {tools  •,  the  complaints 
remain  the  fame  ;  the  puife  lull  and  quick.  I  now 
thought  it  neceflary  to  take  fome  blood  from  the 
ar  m,  with  the  precaution  of  attending  to  the  puife, 
which  conflderably  funk  before  three  ounces  of 

^  blood 
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blood  had  flowed;  and  it  was  with  difficulty  he 
was  prevented  from  fainting. 

Friday  31,  the  complaints  not  alleviated  in  the 
lead;  four  leeches  were  applied  to  his  temples. 

Saturday ,  'November  1,  complaints  the  fame  \ 
took  a  fudorific  opiate  in  the  evening. 

Sunday  2,  his  complaints  are  rather  leflened  ; 
the  opiate  was  repeated. 

He  continued  mending  until  Wednesday,  when 
his  chief  complaints  left  him  ;  he  now  only  men¬ 
tions  a  numbnefs  of  the  right  fide  of  the  head, 
and  a  dimnefs  of  fight. 

From  all  the  information  I  could  obtain,  I 
think  I  may  conclude,  that  he  muft  have  been 
hanging  half  an  hour  \  for  he  informs  me  that  he 
committed  the  a&ion  before  his  wife  had  been  ab- 
fent  five  minutes  from  the  room  *,  and  from  the 
joint  account  of  his  wife,  and  feveral  of  the  neigh¬ 
bours,  more  than  half  an  hour  elapfed  before  her 
return. 

I  have  only  to  add,  that  he  expreflfes  the  utmoft 
forrow  for  his  crime,  and  gratitude  to  thofe  who 
were  inftrumental  in  his  redoration  to  his  wife  and 
children.

A  few  days  fince  a  young  woman,  gentecly 
dreffed,  threw  herfeif  into  the  Thames  at  high  wa¬ 
ter,  at  IV ejlminjler -bridge  :  a  waterman,  at .  a  dif# 
tance,  without  a  boat,  feeing  her  fink,  called  to  a 
young  man  pafllng  by,  pointed  out  the  place  as

FAIRCLOUGH. 


On  Monday  March  24,  1777,  .  a  child,  about 
fifteen  months  old ,  fon  of  fames  and  Elizabeth  Ba- 
con ,  of  this  parifh,  fell  into  the  river  that  runs  at 
the  bottom  of  the  garden,  and  was  carried  down 
the  ftream  about  thirty  rods  to  a  mill,  ufed  for 
dreflingof  leather.  Two  men  who  were  at  work  at 
the  mill  faw  the  child,  took  him  out,  and  fent  for 
me  immediately.  When  I  came,  I  found  the  child 
with  its  eyes  clofed,  quite  cold,  without  the  leaft 
flgn  of  life,  and  to  all  appearance  dead.  I  order¬ 
ed  a  fire  to  be  made,  and  the  wet  cloaths  to  be 
taken  off  with  all  pofiible  expedition.  The  body 
was  placed  before  the  fire,  and  dried  with 
warm  linen  cloths,  (which  abforb  the  wet  much 
fooner  and  better  than  woollen  ones.)  I  then,  af- 
flfted  by  fome  others,  began  rubbing  with  flannel 
cloths,  wetted  with  brandy,  with  fome  fpirits  of 
hartfhorn  mixed  in  it ;  and  in  about  five  minutes 
the  child  made  a  flight  groaning  kind  of  a  noife, 
which  was  increafed  by  the  continual  rubbing : 
foon  after  he  vomited  about  half  a  pint  of  water. 
The  groaning  then  increafed,  and  evident  figns  of 
returning  life  appeared.  We  continued  rubbing 
him  for  about  three  quarters  of  an  hour ,  and  then 
I  diredted  the  poor  diftradted  mother  to  go  to  bed, 
and  take  the  child  clofe  to  her,  and  to  continue  the 
rubbing,  along  the  fpine,  &c.  I  then  left  him,  and 
called  again  in  the  evening,  and  found  him  in  a 
found  fleep,  and  in  a  gentle  fweat,  and  breathing 
very  eafy  and  well.

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It  was,  I  think,  full  a  quarter  of  an  hour ,  from 
the  commencement  of  the  rubbing,  before  I  could 
perceive  the  lead  degree  of  warmth  in  the  child  5 
and  about  twenty  minutes  before  any  pulfe  could  be 
felt  at  the  wriff,  and  then  very  faintly  •,  all  the  time 
he  never  opened  his  eyes,  or  moved  his  limbs  in 
the  lead. 

The  adidants  were  not  only  fatisfied  with,  but 
very  thankful  for  fome  drink  that  I  fupplied  them 
with,  therefore  no  expence  was  incurred  on  their 
account.

Extradt  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  Newel ,  &c.  to  Mr. 

Hawes . 

I  take  the  liberty  of  laying  before  you  a  brief 
account  of  an  accident  that  happened  in  my  own 
family,  which  I  think  points  out  drongly  the  ne- 
ceflity  of  paying  a  long  and  continued  attention  to 
patients,  who,  though  they  may  feem  to  be  reco¬ 
vered,  yet  may,  by  negledt,  relapfe,  and  probably 
be  loft. 

A  fervant  maid  going  to  a  well  in  my  garden, 
to  draw  a  pail  of  water,  by  fome  accident  fell  in  : 
but  by  getting  hold  of  the  fide  of  the  well  at  the 
top,  die  kept  her  head  above  the  water,  and 
fereamed  out.  My  lad  was  providentially  coming 
up  the  yard  at  the  time,  and  hearing  her  fhrieks, 
and  feeing  the  pail  by  the  fide  of  the  well,  con¬ 
cluded  what  had  happened,  and  ran  immediately 
into  the  dreet  and  brought  in  with  him  two  men, 
who  abided  in  drawing  her  out.  But  her  drength 
having  failed  her,  her  head  hung  under  the  water, 

thowgh 
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though  (lie  had  not  let  go  the  hold  •,  and  when  taken 
out,  flie  fpake  to  them  a  fingle  word  or  two  *,  yet 
by  the  time  fhe  was  brought  into  the  kitchen,  fhe 
appeared  lifelefs.  I  was  vifiting  a  patient  in  the 
neighbourhood,  and  was  immediately  lent  for. 
On  my  coming  I  found  Mr.  Stapleton  endeavouring 
to  recover  her,  and  immediately  afiifled  him  in 
pulling  off  her  cloaths,  ufing  fridtion,  applying 
volatiles,  &c.  She  bad  no  pulfe  at  firft,  and  her 
teeth  were  fixed  ;  but  in  a  few  minutes  fhe  groan¬ 
ed,  fighed,  the  pulfe  began  to  return,  and  fhe 
feemed  recovering.  We  then  propofed  getting  her 
to  bed,  and  committed  her  to  the  care  of  fome  wo¬ 
men  for  this  purpofe.  During  this  time,  two 
Gentlemen  of  the  prcfeffion,  Mr.  Sterling  and 
Mr.  Day  came  in.  We  loon  followed  them  up 
Hairs,  and  were  much  furprized  to  find  her  again 
in  a  lifelefs  Hate,  and  immediately  renewed  our  en¬ 
deavours  :  but  they  were  not  fo  foon  fuccefsful  as 
before  ;  we  therefore  had  recourfe  to  the  fumiga- 
tor.  After  having  ufed  it  a  fhort  time,  fhe  began 
again  to  groan,  and  feemed  very  much  convulfed. 
We  fiiil  continued  our  endeavours,  and  in  about 
half  an  hour  die  appeared  much  better,  fpoke  fen- 
fibiy,  but  frequently  drooped,  and  was  again  con¬ 
vulfed.  We  therefore  did  not  ceafe  making  ufe  of 
fome  of  the  moft  gentle  means,  till  near  an  hour 
afterwards ,  when  fne  appeared  quite  recovered,  and 
fell  afleep.  The  next  day  fhe  complained  of  a 
great  fenfe  of  weight  and  ftiilnefsin  the  inteftines  f 
I  therefore  gave  her  a  gentle  purge,  which  pro¬ 
duced  very  good  effe&s.

I  herewith  tranfmit  to  you  a  Cafe  from  onr  wor¬ 
thy  affociate,  Mr.  Simfon ,  of  Eaft  Burgholt ,  who 
has  requefted  me  to  fend  it,  and  with  it  a  little 
matter  of  explanation.  Mr.  Simfon  is  Surgeon  to 
one  of  the  Suffolk  Hundreds,  where  there  are  hou- 
ies  of  induftry.  He  lays  this  Cafe  before  you,  as 
thinking  the  publican  who  took  the  poor  objedl  in, 
is  entitled  to  a  reward  for  his  humanity,  and  to 
convince  the  other  perfons  who  refufed  it  of  their 
error.  It  is  a  Cafe  that  has  made  much  noife,  and 
I  am  well  fatisfied,  that  if  the  Humane  Society 
had  never  been  connected  with  us,  this  poor  wo¬ 
man  would  have  fallen  a  facrifice  to  inhumanity 
and  barbarity  ;  but  under  the  fandlion  of  that  lau¬ 
dable  fociety,  Mr.  Simfon  was  enabled  to  profecute 
the  matter  with  the  neceffary  fpirit.  And  here  let 
me  obferve,  that  I  think  he  deferves  much  praife 
for  his  attention  and  care,  which  indeed  every  part 
of  the  cafe  proves  muft  have  been  great ;  parti¬ 
cularly  as  his  refidence  is  full  three  miles  from  the 
place  where  fhe  lay  ;  and  though  his  modefly  in¬ 
duces  him  to  call  it  only  a  prefers  at  ion,  it  feems 
to  amount  to  a  Recovery. 

The  CASE. 

A  poor  woman,  paralytic  on  one  fide,  and  fub- 
jedl  to  fits,  was  found  in  the  water  at  Stratford ,  in 
Suffolk ,  by  a  gentleman  riding  through  it  on  Fri- 
day  evening,  June  the  20th.  Nobody  faw  her  fill 
in,  nor  can  fhe  herfelfgive  any  account  of  her  fall-

ing.  Tis  fuppofed  fhe  was  fcized  with  one  of  her 
fits.  The  perfon  who  firft  faw  her  immediately 
procured  help,  as  there  were  feveral  houfes  near. 
She  fhewed  figns  of  life  upon  her  firft  being  taken 
out  of  the  water,  which  however  dif appeared  upon 
her  being  put  into  a  cart,  to  convey  her  to  a  pro¬ 
per  place  for  her  reception.  The  perfon  whofe 
houfe  fhe  was  firft  carried  to,  fent  off  a  meffenger 
for  me,  but  refufed  admitting  her  into  his  houfe. 
I  found  her  in  the  ftable  laid  upon  ftraw,  with  her 
cloaths  on,  as  fhe  was  taken  out  of  the  river.  She 
was  however  breathing:  The  people  about  her 
having  been  rubbing  her  temples,  arms,  &c.  and 
pouring  fome  warm  brandy  and  water  down  her 
throat.  Her  breathing  was  by  flow  and  laboured 
infpiration  and  very  fudden  exfpiration ;  her  pulfe 
fluttering  and  almoft  indiftindt.  I  urged  the  ne- 
ceflity  of  a  warm  bed  and  dry  clothes,  but  could 
not  obtain  either  where  fhe  was.  They  offered 
indeed  a  blanket  to  wrap  her  up  in,  and  to  let  her 
lie  in  the  ftable.  Another  houfe  however,  at  my 
entreaty,  and  engaging  for  the  pay  of  her  accom¬ 
modation  that  night,  received  her.  I  had  her  re¬ 
moved  in  a  chair,  a  bed  was  warmed  for  her,  and 
the  woman  of  the  houfe  humanely  lent  her  dry  lin- 
nen.  By  rubbing  the  temples,  noftrils,  lips,  &c. 
with  Sp.  C.  C.  and  the  abdomen  and  thighs  with 
warm  cloths,  fhe  loon  feemed  to  be  entirely  reco¬ 
vered.  I  directed  her  to  have  frequently  a  little 
wine  whey  warm,  and  her  legs  to  be  wrapped  up 
in  warm  flannel,  (as  they  were  ftill  cold)  and  left 
word  I  fhould  Itay  in  town  two  or  three  hours. 
In  a  little  more  than  an  hour  a  perfon  came  to  in¬ 
form  me,  the  woman  was  taken  in  a  fit  and  dying, 
or  by  that  time  probably  dead.  She  was,  at  my 
arrival  this  fecond  time,  univerfally  rigid,  foaming 
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'  at  the  mouth,  and  the  eyes  were  fixed.  She  had 
a  laborious  refpiration,  and  a  flrong,  but  remark- 
v  ably  flow  pulfe.  I  took  about  twelve  ounces  of 
blood  from  the  arm,  upon  which  her  pulfe  became 
more  frequent  and  equal,  and  fhe  foon  appeared 
better.  The  mufcles  of  the  neck  and  fpine  conti¬ 
nued  very  rigid.  She  fwallowed  a  tea-fpoonful  of 
fpirit  of  hartfhorn  in  whey,  and  became  in  a  little 
time  apparently  well,  except  a  fenfe  of  wearinefs 
and  weaknefs.  In  thffdate  I  left  her  that  night, 
and  fhe  gave  fome  account  of  herfelf  to  the  women 
about  her,  that  fhe  had  lately  lain  in,  had  travelled 
much  in  the  rain,  had  her  fits  feveral  times  on  the 
road,  and  had  made  no  water  for  four  days  pad. 

On  Saturday ,  June  the  2 id,  I  faw  her  in  the 
morning.  She  was  feized  about  two  hours  after  I 
left  her,  with  a  cold  fhivering*  after  that  with  a 
fit  and  univerfal  rigidity,,  which  went  off  by  rub¬ 
bing  her  extremities  with  warm  cloths,  according 
to  the  direblion  I  gave  to  the  women,  but  left  her 
a  perfectly  locked  jaw.  Both  the  mafleters,  and 
the  digadric  mufcles,  with  thofe  fmall  ones  of  the 
larynx,  which  form  the  flefliy  part  of  the  under 
jaw,  Were  very  tenfe,  hard,  and  rigid.  She  ap¬ 
peared  fenfible,  and  convinced  us  by  fignsof  her  dif¬ 
fering  exquifite  pain  in  the  neck  and  under  jaw. 
Her  pulfe  was  flow  but  full.  I  ordered  a  blifler 
to  her  back,  and  ofte  from  ear  to  ear  under  the 
throat,  the  maffeter  and  crotaphite  mufcles  to  be 
well  embrocated  with  equal  parts  of  Ol.  Lini,  and 
Tindt.  theb.  and  a  dimulating  clyder  to  be 
thrown  up  as  foon  as  it  could  be  prepared.  This 
produced  one  ftool: 

Saturday  evening,  the  jaw  continued  immovea¬ 
ble,  and  the  patient  in  exquifite  pain,  had  paffed 
no  urine*  the  abdomen  tenfe  and  painful.  1  drew 
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off  by  the  catheter  a  little  more  than  three  pints  of 
high  coloured,  ftrong  fcented  urine.  Folded  cloths, 
dipt  in  the  01.  Lini,  &c.  were  directed  to  be  ap¬ 
plied  io  the  cheeks,  and  along  the  maftoidcei  muf- 
cles.  She  had  taken  no  kind  of  fuftenance  fince 
Friday  night  at  twelve  o’clock.  Any  attempt 
to  force  open  the  jaw,  threw  her  into  fevere  fpafms- 

Sunday  22d.  Her  pulfe  (low  and  full,  perfedtly 
fenfible,  but  unable  to  fpeak,  had  iome  reft  in  the 
night,  the  jaw  (till  locked, ^made  figns  of  want  of 
nouri  foment.  I  found  a  cavity  by  the  lofs  of 
teeth  in  the  under  jaw,  into  which  I  could  intro¬ 
duce  a  fmall  reed,  through  which  fhe  fucked  a 
little  gruel  with  wine,  but  in  her  firft  attempt  to 
fwallow  was  nighly  ftrangulated,  which  brought 
on  her  fits  again:  Had  palled  about  a  large  fpoon- 
ful  of  urine  with  much  difficulty. 

Monday  23d  in  the  morning .  The  patientpaftcd 
a  reftlefs  night,  pulfe  full  and  quick*,  the  blifters 
had  difcharged  plentifully*,  glyfter  repeated,  pro¬ 
cured  one  ftool  *,  the  jaw  much  in  the  fame  date  as 
yefterday ;  ordered  her  fauces  and  neck  to  be  con¬ 
tinually  fomented  with  a  decodtion  of  Fior.  Sam- 
bec,  Chamomel,  and  Cap.  papav.  renewing 
the  flannels  as  they  grew  cool.  Jn  the  evening  lhe 
was  free  from  pain,  though  unable  to  move  her  jaw  ; 
began  to  fpeak  this  afternoon,  fo  as  to  be  under- 
flood,  though  through  her  teeth  ;  fhe  felt  (to  ufe 
her  own  expreffion)  her  tongue  undouble  while 
they  were  fomenting  her.  I  directed  to  ufe  the 
embrocation  warm,  with  fridtion.  She  had  paflfed 
no  urine. 

Fue] day  24th  in  the  morning .  She  had  a  very 
good  night,  free  from  pain,  and  continued  to  fpeak; 
the  jaw  ftill  fixed,  but  apparently  lefs  rigidity  in 
the  mufcles ;  fwallowed  pretty  freely  the  liquid 
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nourifhment  fucked  through  a  reed  ;  coveted  much 
the  ufe  of  the  fomentation,  as  that  feemed  to  relieve 
her,  and  (he  faid  always  gave  her  eafe. — Evening . 
pulfe  languid  and  (low,  jaw  rather  more  rigid, 
bled  about  ten  ounces,  upon  which  her  pulfe  rofe 
confiderably  ;  had  one  natural  (tool  in  the  day,  but 
no  water  made  with  it. 

Wednesday  25th.  She  had  jpafied  a  very  painful 
night,  and  the  jaw  feemed  more  rigidly  locked 
than  ever.  I  dire&ed  the  fomentation  to  be  con¬ 
tinually  applied  that  day.  In  the  afternoon  I  or¬ 
dered  her  of  mu fk  julep  (with  double  quantity  of 
mufkj  fix  ounces  j  liquid  laudanum  1 00  drops. 
She  got  down  two  ounces  of  it  through  the  reed 
in  my  prefence.  I  directed  the  nurfe  to  repeat  it 
every  three  hours,  if  (lie  did  not  feem  very 
drowfy  in  confequence  of  it,  and  to  ad  mini  (ter  a 
glyder  1  left,  and  continue  the  fotuc.  Having 
made  no  water  fince  Sunday,  I  drew  off  by  the 
catheter  about  a  quart,  though  the  liquids  fhe  took 
were  trifling  in  quantity.  She  had  confiderable 
ftimulus  at  the  neck  of  the  bladder,  which  the  ufe 
of  the  catheter  removed.  Between  eleven  and 
twelve  at  night  I  had  occafion  to  go  by  the  houfe, 

'  and  called  to  enquire  after  the  effects  of  the  mufk 
and  opium.  Her  nurfe  was  gone  to  bed  without 
either  repeating  the  mixture.,  though  near  feven 
hours  were  elapfed,  or  having'  thrown  up  the 
glyfter.  She  had  been  fick  and  reached  pretty 
much,  which  gave  her  confiderable  pain  •,  yet  I 
thought  the  jaw  lefs  rigid  than  it  had  been  the 
forenoon  of  this  day.  Gave  her  two  fpooniuls  of 
the  mufk  julep,  the  former  dole  I  imagined  being 
too  much  in  quantity  for  her  ftomach  to 
contain.  1  call’d  up  another  woman  to  injedt  the 
glyder,  who  fat  up  and  repeated  the  mufk  accord-

ipg  to  my  dire£Uon,  and  applied  the  fomenta¬ 
tion.  I  difmiffed  her  firfb  nurie  in  the  morning. 

f bur  [day  26th.  Had  tvyo  (tools  from  the  glyf- 
ter,  and  was  much  better  *,  fome  power  of  volun¬ 
tary  motion  in  the  jaw,  though  not  to  open  it  wide 
enough  to  admit  the  thicknefs  of  a  (hilling  between 
the  teeth  ;  her  cheeks,  jaw,  and  neck,  free  from 
pain.  The  mufk  julep,  and  laudanum  repeated; 
the  opiate  had  not  at  all  affedled  her  hea i.-'Tkurf- 
day  night ,  better,  had  fat  up,  had  a  natural  (fool, 
but  made  no  water;  had  taken  all  the  mufk,  ju¬ 
lep  (fix  ounces,)  with  100  drops  of  laudanum, 
which  was  again  repeated,  and  finifhed  by  n 
o’clock  on  Friday  the  27th;  when  (lie  was  much 
better,  the  jaw  moveable,  though  not  to  its  full  ex¬ 
tent;  had  made  fome  urine,  and  continued  to 
mend  from  this  day  till  her  being  removed,  which 
was  on  Nburfday  July  3. 


Mr.  Newell  has  alfo  tranfmitted  to  us  t|ie  ac¬ 
count  of  an  unfuccef  ful  cafe,  in  which  Mr.  Simp - 
fon  continued  his  attempts  upwards  of  four  hours , 
in  the  midft  of  every  difcouragemenr,  the  party 
having  been  in  the  water  above  three  hours  before 
he  was  taken  out.  A  perfeverance  which  does 
great  honour  to  this  gentleman,  and  indicates  a 
fiifpofuion  promifing  of  future  luccefs.

,  A  boy  about  five  years  old  fell  into  the  Dock  , 
Feb.  1,  1777,  in  the  forenoon.  As  foon  as  he 
was  perceived,  every  proper  ftep  was  taken  to 
drag  him  out-,  yet,  though  the  time  he  was  in 
the  water  could  not  well  be  afcertained,  it  was 
fuppofed  by  feveral  to  be  near  ten  minutes.  For 
a  quarter  of  an  hour  after  he  was  carried  to  the 
receiving  houfe,  he  was  unable  tofpeak.  In  about 
half  an  hour  he  fpoke,  and  by  continuing  the 
means  was  foon  recovered. 

CASE  CLII.  No.  5.

Mary  Hill ,  about  eleven  at  night,  March  8, 
1777,  a  little  after  high-water,  fell  off  the  draw¬ 
bridge,  into  the  Salthoufe  Dock.  The  gates  were 
open,  and  the  ftream  carried  her  out  towards  the 
river.  At  firfi  fhe  funk,  but  afterwards  floated, 
and  in  about  fifteen  minutes  fhe  was  hooked  with 
a  boat-hook  and  got  out,  by  the  Dock-watch. 
She  groaned,  but  was  fpeechlefs  and  fenfelefs. 
Soon  after  fhe  was  brought  to  the  receiving-houfe, 
fhe  breathed,  and  had  a  very  feeble  pulfe.  When 
the  means  had  been  continued  half  an  hour  fhe 
fpoke,  and  foon  recovered  fo  well  as  t6  be  carried 
home.

May  3,  1777,  near  midnight,  a  woman  in  li¬ 
quor,  going  along  by  the  old  Dock-flip,  with  a 
young  child  in  her  arms,  fell  into  the  water.  She 
was  foon  got  out,  not  much  hurt.  The  child  was 
in  the  water  about  five  minutes,  when  it  "Was 
taken  up  and  carried  to  the  receiving-houfe,  where 
it  was  found;  very  foon  after,  with  no  perceptible 
pulfe,  the  breathing  flow  and  difficult.  'By  ap¬ 
plying  the  ufual  means,  the  child  ffiewed  gradu¬ 
ally  more  flgns  of  life,  and  was  recovered  per¬ 
fectly,  though  the  difficulty  of  breathing  return¬ 
ed  for  a  fhort  time  the  next  morning.  The 
affiftants  in  all  thefe  cafes  were  properly  re¬ 
warded.

Two  other  perfons  were  brought  to  the  receiv¬ 
ing  houfe,  for  whom  the  rewards  were  paid,  for 
which  reafons  it  is  thought  proper  to  make  men¬ 
tion  of  them  here,  not  as  inftances  of  recovery  from 
drowning,  but  as  a  proof  of  the  advantages  refult- 
ing  from  the  reward  offered,  viz.  fpeedy  and  pro¬ 
per  affiftance,  without  which  the  lives  of  both  would 
almoft  certainly  have  been  loft.

November  11,  1776.  Thomas  Hughes ,  being 
drunk,  fell  into  the  Dry’ dock  upon  the  mud,  as

Immediate  afliftance 
being  given  he  was  got  out,  and  carried  to  the 
receiving-houfe.  PI  is  arm  was  found  to  be  bro¬ 
ken,  and  he  was  taken  to  the  infirmary,  from 
whence  he  was  difcharged  well,  December  19. 

CASE  CLVI.  No.  io. 

'February  5,  1777.  John  - - ,  a  man  who 

failed  in  the  Flat  Lark,  belonging  to  the  Duke  of 
Bridgewater,  was  found  by  the  Dock-watch  about 
feven  in  the  evening,  very  drunk,  on  the  bank 
4  near  Nova-Scotia.  His  cloaths  were  very  wet,  but 
whether  he  had  been  in  the  river  or  no,  or  how  he 
came  there  was  not  known,  nor  could  he  after¬ 
wards  recollect.  They  carried  him  on  board  the 
Flat,  and  from  thence  to  the  Receiving-houfe. 
He  was  in  a  great  degree  of  ftupor,  and  as  nearly 
dead  as  pofiible  from  intoxication.  Warmth, 
bleeding,  and  a  blifter,  were  the  means  made  ufe 
of  to  recover  him.  He  could  not  be  got  to  fwallow 
any  thing.  They  fat  up  with  him  all  night,  and 
in  the  morning  he  went  to  his  bufinefs.  It  was 
judged  proper,  by  way  of  encouragement,  to  re- 
■  ward  the  affiflants  in  both  thefe  cafes  for  their  trou¬ 
ble  ana  humanity. 

Nor  are  the  good  effedls  of  this  inflitution  con¬ 
fined  only  to  thofe  who  fall  immediately  under 
the  cognizance  of  it.  It  has  ferved  to  convince 
people  that  much  may  be  expedted  from  timely 
affiftance,  and  that  to  abandon  a  perfon  for  dead, 
when  taken  out  of  the  water  apparently  fo,  (as 
was  formerly  done)  is  to  feal  the  doom  of  one  whofe 
life,  might  probably  be  preferved.  Three  inftan- 
ces  of  prefer vation  have  occurred  this  year  at 
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Liverpool ,  where  the  parties  were  not  brought  tq> 
the  Receiving-houfe,  and  for  whom  no  reward 
was  paid  j  and  thefe  it  may  be  proper  briefly  1 6 
enumerate. 

CASE  CLVII.  No.  in 

1777,  January  12,  A  man  fell  into  the  Old- 
dock,  was  taken  up  and  carried  to  an  adjoining 
houfe,  in  fits,  to  which  he  was  fubjed:.  Afiift- 
ance  was  fent  for  ;  he  was  bled,  took  fome  foetid 
medicines,  and  the  next  morning  was  well.

In  Mdy.  A  Boy  fell  into  the  Canal  (from  Leeds 
to  Liverpool ;)  he  was  got  out,  and  taken  to  a 
houfe  in  the  neighbourhood.  Medical  afliftance 
being  procured,  and  proper  care  taken  of  him,  he 
foon  recovered.

September  1. Rice ,  a  girl  aged  fifteen,  ba¬ 
thing  in  the  river,  leaped  off  from  the  ladder, 
miffed  the  rope,  and  was  carried  down  by  the 
tide.  She  foon  funk.  Two  gentlemen  pafling 
by,  jumped  in,  and  dived  for  her,  but  could  not 
find  the  body,  till  one  of  them,  being  furnifhed  with 
a  boat  hook,  caught  hold  of  her  cloaths  and  fwarri 
with  her  to  the  fhore.  She  was  in  the  water,  5tis 
fuppofed,  feven  or  eight  minutes.  Afliftance  was 
immediately  procured,  and  fhe  was  carried  to  her 
father’s  houfe,  (a  pubiick  houfe  in  the  neighbour- 
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hood)  apparently  dead,  and  without  any  pulfe  or 
refpiration.  The  means  were  perlevered  in  five 
hours  before  (lie  ipoke,  and  it  was  two  days  be¬ 
fore  file  was  well  enough  recovered  to  come  dowrj 
ftairs. 

Dr.  Hoifijion  further  informs  us,  that  of  the 
Fourteen  perfons  carried  to  the  Receiving-houfe 
nine  are  dead.  Of  thefe,  three  never  fhewed  figns 
of  life,  viz.  a  man  aged  fixty-three,  who  had  been 
in  the  water  about  fifteen  minutes ,  and  the  two 
women,  who  had  been  in  the  water  three  hours. 
Two  of  them  appeared,  from  the  wounds  and 
bruifes  upon  their  bodies,  and  the  fituation  of  the 
places  from  whence  they  had  fallen,  to  have  been 
killed  by  the  fail  rather  than  drowned,  as  they  fell 
from  a  confiderable  height,  into  not  more  than 
three  feet  depth  of  water. 

The  other  four  were  fo  far  recovered  as  to  live 

•  »  , 

a  confiderable  time  after  the  accident,  and  yet  died 
in  confequence  of  it.  Of  thefe  one  was  aged 
eighty  years,  and  afthmatic ;  this  man  was  taken 
out  of  the  water,  November  io,  and  died  the  fol¬ 
lowing  evening.  Another  was  aged  fifty- five 
years,  emaciated  and  much  intoxicated  at  the  time; 
he  died  rather  fuddenly,  early  the  next  morning. 
The  third  was  aged  fixty,  and  was  intoxicated  *,  he 
died  the  fixth  day  from  the  accident.  The  fourth 
was  aged  fixty- five,  and  was  alfo  in  liquor;  he 
died  three  weeks  after  the  accident. 

Dr.  Houljton  fays,  that  all  thefe  patients  fuffered 
great  oppreftion  in  the  b  re  a  if,  and  difficult  refpi¬ 
ration  *,  in  lbme  of  them  the  lancet  was  freely  ufed, 
in  others  not  at  all';  and  he  further  remarks,  that 
perfons  in  an  advanced  age,  afthmatic,  cr  intoxi¬ 
cated. 
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Gated,  though  not  abfolutely  deftroyed  by  the  im- 
merfion,  are  brought  by  it  into  a  fituation  exceed¬ 
ingly  dangerous,  whether  the  lancet  be  ufed  free¬ 
ly,  fparingly,  or  not  ufed  at  all.

I  have  the  fatisfa&ion  of  acquainting  you,  that 
lafl  night,  I  had  the  happinefs  of  being  inftrumen- 
tal  (by  perfilting  in  the  means  recommended  by 
the  Society;  of  reftoring  to  life  a  young  woman, 
fo  all  appearance  quite  dead,  by  drowning.  The 
Cafe  is  as  follows;  At  five  o’clock  in  the  even¬ 
ing,  the  tide  being"  high,  fhe  was  going  to 
dip  fome  water  frorp  the  embankment,  when  fhe 
Humbled,  and  fell  in  head  foremoft.  Her  cries 
at  firft  alarmed  a  neighbour,  who  lent  the  fervants 
out  immediately,  but  they  could  not  fee  her,  it 
being  very  dark.  The  perfon  Hill  infilling  that 
fhe  had  heard  fomebody  cry  out  in  the  water;  they 
walked  along  the  embankment,  and  difeovered  a 
little  emotion.  Then  they  feaiched  immediately, 
and  got  hold  of  her  cloaths,  and  brought  her  out, 
and  carried  her  to  the  Queens- head.,  where  the 
matter  was  very  afliduous,  and  came  for  me  di¬ 
rectly!  1  went  inflantly,  and  found  her  to  all  ap¬ 
pearance  a  Jifelefs  corpfe.  I  immediately  afhfted 
her  all  in  my  power,  fuch  as  by  rubbing  her  limbs, 
her  temples,  and  bread,  turned  her,  and  fhook 
her  gently,  when  to  my  great  pleafure,  in  about 
twenty  minutes ,  I  perceived  life  returning,  by  a 
gentle  gafp,  and  in  a  few  minutes  more  1  felt  her 
pulfe  very  low.  Then  we  got  her  to  bed,  and 

put 
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a  warming  pan  to  her  feet,  and  ftill  kept  ufing  the 
fri&ion  to  her  limbs.  Soon  after  fhe  fpoke,  and 
complained  of  a  great  chillnefs.  1  I  gave  a  cardiac 
draught,  and  fhe  recovered  amazing  y  fait.  She  is 
this  morning  tolerably  well,  only  fhe  complains  of 
a  little  pain  in  her  back  and  limbs.  I  omitted 
bleeding,  as  I  law  no  occafion  for  it. 

If  you  think  the  reward  is  merited  by  the  peo¬ 
ple,  I  beg  you  will  let  me  know.  I  allure  you 
that  it  is  my  opinion  they  very  richly  deferve  it.

Birmingham ,  Jan.  13,  1 777. 

S  I  R, 

I  received  your  favour  of  the  7th  inft.  requefting 
me  to  inquire  *  who  the  boy  is  that  fell  into  the  Bir¬ 
mingham  Canal,  as  mentioned  in  the  Birmingham 
newfpaper,  and  who  the  furgeon  was  that  attended 
on  him,  and  to  requtft  him  to  inform  you  of  the 
particulars,  &c.  of  that  alarming  accidenr.  I  en¬ 
quired  concerning  thefe  particulars  of  the  boy’s  fa¬ 
ther,  j Thomas  All j op.  He  told  me  his  fon,  Richard 
Allfop ,  aged  about  nine  years,  fell  into  the  canal 
by  the  ice  giving  way,  on  the  31ft  of  December , 
1776,  and  was  under  water  not  lefs  than  ten  or 
twelve  minutes.  When  taken  out,  he  was  cold 
•and  (tiff,  and  to  all  appearance  dead,  and  was  con¬ 
veyed  home  about  the  diftance  of  a  hundred 
yard?. 

Mr.  Hinchley ,  the  furgeon  who  was  call’d  in, 
informs  me,  he  was  (tripped  naked  and  rolled 
backwards  and  forwards  before  a  large  fire,  at  the 
fame  time  well  rubbed  with  fait,  for  the  fpace  of 
fifteen  minutes .  After  that  time  l'ome  fymptoms 
of  life  began  to  appear.  Then  he  forced  fome 
brandy  down  his  throat,  which  feemed  to  have  a 
furprifing  effid.  He  was  now  put  into  a  hot  bed

I  have  the  pleafure  of  your  letter  of  the  2d 
current,  and  am  happy  to  inform  you,  that  the  man 
you  mention  is  again  in  perfed  health.  When  f 
fir  ft  favv  him,  the  only  remaining  appearance  of 
life  was  a  rattling  in  his  bread,  and  this  much 
interrupted.  T  he  motion  of  the  heart  and  arteries 
had  entirely  ceafed,  the  joints  were  rigid,  and  his 
eyes  had  led  their  ludre.  I  did  ncAobferve  any  other 
good  effed  from  the  continued  fridion,  but  that 
the  joints  were  rendered  more  pliable.  'Covering 
the  body  with  hot  afhes,  and  keeping  it  long  in 
that  fituation,  alone  feemed  effectual  in  reftoringthe 
vital  principle.  When  it  was  obvious,  1  had  him 
laid  before  a  large  fire,  and  by  forcing  open  the 
jaws,  a  little  liquid  was  got  down.  The  man 
was  found  about  fix  in  the  morning  •,  when  I  got 
to  him  it  was  about  nine  o’clock.  For  two  hours 
and  upwards  he  (hewed  no  figns  of  lire  :  about 
four  that  afternoon  he  began  to  articulate,  and 

K  2  his 
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his  recovery  went  on  (lowly  without  any  interrup¬ 
tion.  He  was  expofed  in  the  fields  during  the 
whole  night,  which  was  very  cold.

S  I  R, 

On  Thurfday  morning  the  ift  inftant,  at  half 
an  hour  after  ten  o’clock,  information  being 
brought  to  me,  of  a  womarv-whofe  name  is  Lucy 
laylor ,  having  drowned  herfelf  in  the  river  Avon , 
K  ng9s-mead  fields ,  i  inftantly  went  to  her  affiftance, 
and  round  her  laid  on  the  ground,  with  lome  fmall 
appearance  of  life,  and  a  croud  of  people  around 
her.  It  was  ufual  before  the  body  could  be  re¬ 
moved,  or  any  thing  material  done,  to  fend  for 
the  beadle  of  the  parifh.  By  the  time  of  his  arrival 
there  was  an  hour  generally  loft,  as  he  lived  a  mile 
from  the  fatal  fpot :  As  the  Society  at  Briftol 
had  appointed  me  to  attend,  I  inftantly  offered 
the  premium,  which  had  thedefired  effedl.  She 
was  taken  with  great  care  to  a  houfe  in  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood.  I  had  her  ftripped  and  laid  on  the  bed 
with  a  warm  blanket  under  her.  The  affiftants 
began  with  a  general  fri&ion  with  dry  fait.  In 
about  fifteen  minutes  there  was  a  general  warmth, 
the  circulation  became  pretty  general,  fne  breath¬ 
ed  freely,  and  ftiil  they  continued  thefiiftions  fome 

time 
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time  longer.  I  had  her  put  into  a  warm  bed  in 
blankets.  I  likewile  ordered  a  julap,  with  aq. 
alexiter,  (imp.  tinct.caftor  c.  aflfafoetid  •,  a  fpoonful  to 
be  taken  often.  I  returned  in  about  an  hour,  and 
I  found  her  in  ftrong  convulfions.  I  took  away 
eight  ounces  of  blood,  the  fymptoms  abated.  On 
calling  on  her  the  next  morning,  found  fhe  had  a 
very  good  night.  Her  eyes  were  much  inflamed 
for  lome  days  afterwards.  There  was  no  certain 
time  fixed  how  long  fhe  had  remained  in  the  wa¬ 
ter  ;  but  by  her  own  account  fhe  left  Mrs.  Wall9 s. 
houfe,  by  the  pump  room  (which  is  about  nine 
hundred  yards  from  the  field)  at  half  an  hour  af¬ 
ter  nine  o' clock,  I  was  lent  for  half  an  hour  after 
ten  \  as  Ihe  threw  herfelf  in  dirediy,  we  judge 
fhe  mult  have  been  in  the  water  about  half  an 
hour .

Copy  of  a  Letter  addreffed  to  the  Compiler  of 
thefe  reports,  dated  Oundle,  Aug,  15,  1 777- 

S  I  R, 

Prefuming  from  your  firfi:  principles,  that  every 

communication  which  adds  a  further  light  or  en¬ 
courage  ment 
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couragement  to  the  profecution  of  fo  ufeful  and 
laudable  an  undertaking,  wilbgive  great  fatisfacti- 
on  to  you,  and  every  ocher  gentleman  of  the  fo- 
ciety,  I  flatter  myleif  that  the  following  account 
will  he  read  with  pleafure. 

Thomas  Hodges ,  the  fon  of  Thomas  and  Rebecca 
Hodges ,  aged  feven  years,  on  JVednefday  the  23d 
of  July ,  (trolled  with  his  brother,  two  years  older 
than  himfelf,  down  to  the  river  Nen,  which  runs 
by  the  ploughed  fields,  at  the  difiance  of  about 
three  hundred  yards  from  their  father’s  houfe, 
where  a  lighter  was  anchored.  They  went  into  it, 
and  the  boy  in  attempting  to  get  fome  rulhes 
which  grew  by  the  bank,  tell  into  the  river,  which 
in  that  lpot  was  feven  teec  deep.  The  ories  of  the 
elder  boy,  that  his  brother  was  drowned,  were 
inftantly  heard  by  tome  men,  who  at  about  an 
hundred  and  fifty  yards  difiance,  were  hedging 
round  fome  turnips  They  ran  to  the  miller  ; 
(Mr.  Freeman’s)  he  immediately  returned,  with 
the  meflfenger  and  his  lervant  to  the  lpot,  where 
the  boy  had  fallen  in,  and  was  fo  fortunate  as  to  lay 
hold  of  him  at  the  fir  It  trial,  and  draw  him  out, 
apparently  dead ,  with  his  countenance  bloated  and 
livid,  and  his  eyes  and  ftomach  very  much  fwoln: 
This  was  fuppofed  to  be  about  twenty  minutes  from 
his  firft  falling  in.  Fie  was  immediately  carried 
to  the  mills ;  and  whiift  fome  neighbours  rubbed 
him  well,  and  (tripped  him  from  his  wet  cloatns, 
and  laid  fait  upon  his  ftomach,  the  father  came  to 
Oundle  for  my  afli fiance. 

For  the  fake  of  expedition,  I  took  the  meflfen- 
ger’s  horfe*,  and  making  all  the  hafte  I  could,  ar¬ 
rived  at  the  mill  about  an  hour  and  a  half  after 
the  accident  j  when  I  found  figns  of  returning  life, 

by 
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by  the  warmth  of  the  body,  a  fmall  tremulous 
intermitting  pulfe,  and  interrupted  breathing;  but 
he  was  totally  fenielefs.  His  eyes  were  fhut,  and  his 
face  (till  bloated  and  livid.  The  people  of  the 
houfe  heated  fome  fait  in  a  pan,  which  I  applied, 
fewed  up  in  bags,  to  each  axilla.  Two  afflflants 
rubbed  each  leg  and  thigh  with  a  warm  flannel, 
whilft  I  brifkly  agitated  the  ftomach  and  abdomen. 
This,  in  about  two  minutes ,  made  him  vomit  up 
about  a  quart  of  water,  fo  foetid,  that  we  could 
fcarcely  bear  the  fmell.  I  then  introduced  the 
fumes  of  tobacco  up  the  anus,  which  Teemed  to 
affecl  him  much,  as  he  was  feized  with  violent 
druggies,  and  convulfions  in  his  limbs.  I  forced 
open  his  teeth,  and  frequently  put  a  tea  fpoonful 
of  brandy  down  his  throat,  and  by  irritation  with 
the  fpoon,  always  made  him  vomit  up  more  wa¬ 
ter.  By  this  time  he  breathed  tolerably  well,  and 
his  pulfe  became  full  and  ftrong.  I  then  opened  a 
vein  in  the  arm,  which  bled  freely  *,  after  tying  it 
up,  his  pulfe  feemed  languid,  and  he  was  much 
convulfed,  and  breathed  not  fo  well  as  before.  I 
repeated  the  fumes  of  tobacco,  the  friclion,  and 
the  brandy,  and  he  foon  became  better  than  he 
was  before  the  bleeding,  but  (till  fenfelefs,  and 
fometimes  violently  drugging.  Seeing  his  head 
now  more  particularly  afftrbted,  I  opened  the  left 
jugular  vein,  which  feemed  lull  and  prominent, 
from  which  one  gufh  of  blood  came,  and  then  it 
totally  ceafed  bleeding.  I  then  ordered  an  aflift- 
ant  to  rub  his  head  brifkly.  In  about  a  minute 
and  an  half  the  vein  began  to  drop  ;  after  the 
fame  diflance  of  time,  he  bl-d  in  as  full  a  dream 
as  from  the  arm  ;  the  convulfions  foon  after  ceafed  ; 
the  pulfe  beat  quite  regular  -and  even  ;  he  breathed 
eafy,  and  fell  into  a  calm  profound  fleep,  from 

3  half 
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pad  nine  at  night  (at  which  time  I  left  him)  till 
eight  the  next  morning ;  when  he  awoke  in  perfedt 
health,  got  out  of  bed  to  make  water,  and  eat 
lome  bread  and  butter.  He  (till  continues  free 
from  any  kind  of  complaint,  I  having  feen  him  in 
Oundle  this  day  *,  but  he  has  not  the  lead  recollection 
of  his  ever  having  fell  into  the  water. 

A  meflenger  went  with  me,  by  whom  I  fent  a 
glyder,  compofed  of  an  infufion  of  tobacco,  Jifs. 
of  fal  glauber,  5  with  fyr.  e.  fpin.  cervin,  which 
being  adminidered,  great  quantities  of  water  and 
dool  ran  from  him,  and  a  fpoonful  of  a  cordial 
mixture,  compofed  with  fal.  c.  c.  vol.  and  confedh 
cardiac,  was  now  and  then  given. 

This,  Sir,  is  a  true  date  of  the  cafe,  as  it  occurred 
in  every  dage  ;  and  if  the  Society  think  proper 
to  allow  any  premium  to  the  miller  and  affidants, 
which  I  obferve  you  frequently  have  done,  as  a 
reward  for  their  humanity  and  attention,  (and  I 
am  fure,  in  this  cafe,  they  had  no  other  motive) 
any  thing  remitted  to  me  will  be  properly  difpofed 
of.  As  to  myfelf,  I  want  nothing .  A  confci- 
oufnefs  of  having  done  my  duty,  and  the  pleafing 
reflection  of  having,  thro’  God’s  mercy,  redored 
an  apparently  lod  child  to  its  afflidted  and  dif- 
conlolate  parents,  is  a  fufficient  reward  for  me.

“the  following  Cafe  was  communicated  to  the  E- 
ditor  of  theie  Reports,  by  Mr.  Fuller ,  jun.  of 
Wakefield ,  in  SujJex ,  the  medical  gentleman  who 

was  the  happy  inflrument  of  relloration.

Auguft  26,  1 7  7  7.  A  child  of  Edward  Norman , 
living  in  the  parifh  of  Isfield ,  Sujfex,  aged  two 
years,  fell  into  a  fpring  that  was  at  the  bottom  of 
the  garden.  It  is  fuppofed,  from  circumllancesi 
that  the  child  mull  have  been  fubmerfed  near 
half  an  hour.  Some  minutes  were  elapfed  before 
its  mother  had  miffed  the  infant.  Apprehending 
it  might  have  wandered  near  the  fpring,  fhe  ran 
to  the  place,  but  not  perceiving  it  there,  fhe 
fearched  the  liable  and  other  out-houfes,  and  af* 
terwards  returned  to  the  fpring,  where  examining 
more  minutely  with  a  Hick,  fhe  perceived  the 
child.  It  was  taken  up  without  any  fignsof  life, 
and  carried  into  a  neighbouring  houfe.  The  at¬ 
tendants  rubbed  the  child  with  fait,  but  this  did 
not  feem  to  be  of  any  fervice.  They  fent  a  mef- 
fenger  to  its  father^  who  was  at  work  about  half 
a  mile  from  the  place,  defiring  hirn  to  run  to  Mr. 
Fuller ,  who  lived  at  thediftance  of  about  a  mile 
and  a  half.  From  the  time  that  the  child  was 
taken  out  of  the  water,  to  the  arrival  of  the  lur- 
geon,  it  is  imagined  that  an  hour  had  elapfed. 
Mr.  Fuller  found  the  child  placed  by  the  fire,  not 
in  the  lead:  recovered.  His  body  was  wet  and 
cold,  for  in  their  confufion  they  had  let  it  remain 
in  its  wet  cloaths.  Mr.  Fuller  ordered  it  to  be  im- 

X.  mediately 
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mediately  undrefied  and  placed  in  a  warm  blan¬ 
ket.  Hot  bricks  wrapt  in  a  cloth  were  put  to 
its  feet.  The  fmoke  of  tobacco  was  appli¬ 
ed  to  the  inteftines.  Thefe  and  other  methods 
were  purfued  with  vigour,  but  it  was  more  than 
half  an  hour  before  any  favourable  fymptoms 
appeared.  The  firft  was  a  frothing  at  the  mouth; 
this  was  fuqceeded  by  twitchings  and  flight  convul- 
fions.  Upon  irritating  its  fauces,  the  child  puked, 
which  feemed  to  revive  it  yet  more.  In  the  fpace 
of  two  hours  it  began  to  be  tolerably  well  recover¬ 
ed,  though  it  breathed  with  difficulty.  The  dif¬ 
ficulty  of  breathing  continued  for  two  or  three 
days,  but  the  child  was  afterwards  perfe&ly  re¬ 
covered.

S  I  R, 

I  take  this  as  the  earlieft  opportunity  of  inform- 
ing  you,  that  I  enquired  ol  Mr.  Clubbey  the  furge- 
on,  who  attended  the  boy  that  fell  into  the  Ipf- 
wich  river ,  as  you  read  the  cafe  in  the  Morning 
Toft,  the  proprietors  of  which  had  mifreprefented 
ir.  Mr.  Clubbe  tells  me  that  the  boy  was  not  un¬ 
der  the  water  five  minutes,  and  when  taken  out 
immediately  fhewed  figns  of  life,  and  recovered 
diredily,  without  any  medical  affiftance. 

I  cannot  help  giving  you  a  very  lingular  cafe  of 
a  recovery  from  hanging  chat  I  was  affiftant  to. 
As  x  am  confident,  from  the  fpirit  you  have  al¬ 
ways 
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ways  (hewn  for  the  promotion  of  every  thing  of 
the  kind,  it  will  give  you  infinite  pleafure. 

On  Saturday ,  Auguft  30,  1777,  at  five  o’clock 
in  the  afternoon,  Elizabeth  Glanjield ,  wife  of  Ro¬ 
ger  Glanfield ,  at  the  Gun  ale-houfe  on  the  Efuay\  in 
j Jpfwicb)  in  a  fit  of  infanity,  hanged  herfeif,  with 
a  garter  fattened  to  a  ftaple  in  the  deling  of  her 
chamber  ;  and  was  fufpended  by  the  neck  full  a 
quarter  cf  an  hour  (as  appears  from  many  circum¬ 
stances  I  have  been  able  to  collect  from  her  huf- 
band  and  fervants  in  the  houfe).  When  the  huf- 
band  found  her,  as  above  deferibed  (he  wanting 
fome  keys  (he  had  in  her  pofleffion,  and  went  in 
fearch  of  her)  he  cut  her  down,  and  fent  imme¬ 
diately  for  me;  I  living  near,  was  there  in  a  few 
minutes  ;  was  met  at  the  door  by  feveral  people, 
who  had  feen  her,  who  told  me  I  could  not  be  of 
any  ufe,  as  the  woman  was  cerainly  dead.  I  payed 
no  attention  to  them,  but  pufned  up  flairs,  where 
1.  found  her  lying  upon  abed;  cold,  motionlefs, 
no  pulfe,  and  to  all  appearance  dead.  I  had  her 
(tripped  and  put  inftantly  into  a  warm  bed.  I 
opened  a  vein  in  the  arm,  a  few  drops  of  blood 
followed  the  lancet,  but  loon  ttopt.  I  fet  my  af- 
fiftant,  Mr.  Harrifon ,  and  three  women  with  flefh 
brufhes  and  flannel  cufhions  to  make  all  the  fric¬ 
tion  they  were  able  upon  the  extremities,  whilft 
I  rubbed  her  bread  with  a  piece  of  flannel,  and 
fome  fp.  volat.  I  happened  to  have  with  me. 
Kept  conttantly  applying  warm  flannels  to  the  ab¬ 
domen,  and  moittening  her  mouth  with  fome 
brandy.  In  about  ten  minutes  I  faw  the  blood  pufh 
from  the  orifice  in  the  arm,  which  1  diredly 
ttopt,  not  fluttering  her  to  lofe  one  ounce.  I  then 
inflated  the  lungs  by  blowing  down  the  throat. 
In  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour ,  that  operation  feemed 
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to  have  an  amazing  effedt.  It  Teemed  to  throw  3 
ftimultis  upon  the  lungs,  and  a  fmall  convulfion  was 
immediately  perceived  on  the  fide  of  the  neck. 
Half  an  hour  was  elapfed  before  I  could  diftinguifh 
a  perfedf  pulfe,  and  then  the  ftrokes  were  at  a  great 
difiance  one  trom  another.  The  body  grew  uni- 
verfally  warm  *,  and  upon  inflating  the  lungs  again, 
fhe  made  a  faint  infpiration,  after  which  fhe  grew 
fironger,  and  we  were  able  to  give  her  a  lmall 
fpoonful  of  brandy,  and  fhe  begain  in  three  quar¬ 
ters  of  an  hour  to  recover  faft,  She  breathed  to¬ 
lerably  free  and  the  motion  of  the  heart  was  per¬ 
cept!  ble.  I  applied  eau  de  luce  to  her  noftrils, 
which  had  a  particular  effedt  upon  her,  as  it  ap¬ 
peared  to  ftimulate  her  from  head  to  foot.  We 
continued  thefe  methods  an  hour  and  three  quar - 
ters,  when  I  left  her  breathing  freely  and  able  to 
1  wallow  now  and  then  a  fpoonful  of  cardiac  julap. 
About  eight  o'  clock  I  faw  her  again,  when  fhe  was 
much  recovered.  At  ten  o^clock  fhe  opened  her  eyes, 
and  at  twelve  fpoke  faintly.  She  continued  grow-? 
ing  better  every  minute,  and  on  Sunday  was  able 
to  fit  up  in  her  chamber.  On  Monday  appeared 
perfedlly  well,  except  the  wound  upon  her  neck 
made  by  the  garter,  which  digefted  out  very  deep 
indeed.  She  has  continued  well  ever  fince,  and  now 
does  the  bufinefs  in  the  family  as  ufual.

world  how  vaflly  fuperior  rhe  method,  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  fociecy,  is  to  any  other  that  has 
been  difcovered,  in  recovering  perfons  fuppofed 
drowned,  and  to  all  appearances  without  any  appa¬ 
rent  figns  of  life. 

May  2,  1776.  Two  fifhermen  going  off  in  a 
fmali  boat  to  take  fo  me  mackarcl,  from  a  fifliing 
boat  oppofite  to  this  town,  in  their  return  to  fiiore, 
by  a  fudden  {quail  of  wind,  and  a  great  fea,  their  boat 
Was  overlet,  and  the  two  men  unhappily  caught 
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under  the  boat,  where  they  continued  In  that 
diftreffed  condition  for  a  quarter  of  an  hour ,  be¬ 
fore  any  body  could  afford  them  any  affiftance, 
from  the  very  great  roughnefs  of  the  fea.  I  was 
with  them  as  icon  as  they  were  brought  from  the 
fhore,  and  one  of  them  was  fo  far  gone,  as  to  af¬ 
ford  little  or  no  hopes  of  recovering.  But  by 
immediately  purfuing  with  diligence  the  method 
recommended  by  the  fociety,  in  about  a  quarter 
cf  an  hour ,  I  began  to  perceive  a  manifeft  glow 
and  warmth  all  over  his  body  and  extremities. 
By  perfevering  in  rubbing  him  w  i  th  ht  flan¬ 
nels,  and  fait,  and  by  applying  bottles  of  hot 
water  to  his  feet,  arm  pits,  &c.  he  became  more 
and  more  fenfible,  and  is  now  quite  recovered 
from  the  accident,  excepting  a  iarge  ccntufion 
upon  his  leg,  which  will  ioon  get  well.  Th. 
other  man  is  hkewife  well,  but  his  fymptom* 
were  much  more  favourable,  owing  to  his  being 
able,  naturally  and  immediately,  to  difcharge  a, 
large  quantity  of  fea  water  from  his  ftomach. 
moft  fincerely  wifh  fuccefs  to  fo  ufeful  and  genets 
ous  an  undertaking.

THE  PLAN. 

rp 

I.  X  H  E  Society  has  undertaken  to  pub- 
lifh,  in  as  extenfive  a  manner  as  poffible,  the 
proper  methods  of  treating  perfons  in  thofe 
unfortunate  circumftances. 

If.  To  diftribute  a  premium  of  Two  Gui¬ 
neas  among  the  fir  ft  perfons,  not  exceeding 
four  in  number,  who  will  attempt  to  recover 
man,  woman,  or  child,  taken  out  of  the  wa¬ 
ter  for  dead,  within  thirty  miles  of  the  cities 
of  JLoiidon  and  Wejlminjier ;  provided  they 
had  not  been  longer  than  two  hours  under  the 
water;  and  provided  the  affiftants  perfevere 
in  the  ufe  of  the  means  recommended,  and 
no  others,  unlefs  under  the  direction  of  a  re¬ 
gular  pra&itioner,  for  the  fpace  of  two  hours . 
This  reward  to  be  given,  though  they  may 
not  prove  fuccefsful. 
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III.  To  dlftribute  in  like  Manner  Four 
Guineas  wherever  the  patient  has  been  refto- 
red  to  life. 

IV.  To  give  to  any  publican,  or  other, 
who  {hall  admit  the  body  into  his  houfe 
without  delay,  and  furnilh  the  neceflary  ac¬ 
commodations,  the  fum  of  One  Guinea  ;  and 
alfo  to  fecure  them  from  the  charge  of  bu¬ 
rial,  in  unfuccefsfufcafes. 

V.  A  certain  number  of  Medical  gentle¬ 
men,  Rationed  near  to  the  places  where  dif- 
afters  by  water  are  moft  frequent,  have  en¬ 
gaged  to  give  their  affiftance  gratis:  thefe 
gentlemen  are  to  have  a  fumigator,  and  other 
neceffaries,  always  in  readinefs. 
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Methods  of  Treatment.  . 


I.  IN  removing  the  body  to  a  convenient 
place,  great  care  (hould  be  taken  that  it  be 
not  bruifed,  nor  (haken  violently,  nor  roughly 
handled,  nor  carried  over  any  one’s  fhoul- 
ders,  with  the  head  hanging  downwards,  nor 
rolled  upon  the  ground,  or  over  a  barrel,  nor 
lifted  up  by  the  heels  :  for  experience  proves, 
that  all  thefe  methods  are  injurious,  and  of¬ 
ten  deftroy  the  fmall  remains  of  life.  The 
unfortunate  object  (hould  be  cautioufly  con¬ 
veyed  in  the  arms  of  two  or  more  perfons, 
or  in  a  carriage  upon  ft  raw,  lying,  as  on  a 
bed,  with  the  head  a  little  raifed,  and  kept 
in  as  natural  and  eafy  a  pofition  as  poflible. 

II.  The  body  being  well  dried  with  a 
cloth,  (hould  be  placed  in  a  bed  or  blanket 
properly  warmed;  but  not  too  near  a  large 
fire.  Bottles  of  hot  water  (hould  be  laid  to 
the  bottoms  of  the  feet,  in  the  joints  of  the 
knees,  and  under  the  arm-pits ;  and  a  warm¬ 
ing-pan,  moderately  heated,  or  hot  bricks 
wrapped  in  cloths,  (hould  be  rubbed  over 
the  body,  and  particularly  along  the  back. 
The  natural  and  kindly  warmth  of  a  healthy 
perfon  lying  by  the  fide  of  the  body,  parti¬ 
cularly  by  that  of  a  child,  has  been  found  in 
many  cafes  very  efficacious.  The  windows 
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or  door  of  the  room  {hould  be  left  open,  and 
no  more  perfons  be  admitted  into  it  than 
thofe  who  are  abfolutely  neceflary,  as  the 
life  of  the  patient  greatly  depends  upon  his 
having  the  benefit  of  a  pure  air.  The  fhirt 
or  cloaths  cf  an  attendant,  or  the  fkin  of  a 
fheep  freffi  killed,  may  alfo  be  ufed  with 
advantage.  Should  thefe  accidents  happen 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  a  warm  bath,  brew- 
houfe,  bake-houfe,  glafs-houfe,  faltern,  foap 
manufactory,  or  any  fabrick  where  warm 
lees,  allies,  embers,  grains,  fand,  water,  &c. 
can  be  eafily  procured,  it  would  be  very  pro¬ 
per  to  place  the  body  in  any  of  thefe,  mode¬ 
rated  to  a  degree  of  heat,  but  very  little  ex¬ 
ceeding  that  of  a  healthy  perfon. 

III.  The  body  being  placed  in  one  or  other 
of  thefe  advantageous  circumftances  as  fpee* 
dily  as  poffible,  various  Simulating  means 
ihould  next  be  employed.  The  mod  effica¬ 
cious  are: — Blowing  with  force  into  the 
lungs,  by  applying  the  mouth  to  that  of  the 
patient,  clofing  at  the  fame  time  his  noftrils 
with  one  hand,  and  gently  expelling  the  air 
again  by  preffing  the  cheft  with  the  other, 
imitating  the  throng  breathing  of  a  healthy 
perfon;  the  medium  of  a  handkerchief  or 
cloth  may  be  ufed  to  render  the  operation 
lefs  indelicate : — Throwing  the  fmoke  of  to¬ 
bacco  up  the  fundament  into  the  bowels,  by 
means  of  a  pipe  or  fumigator,  luch  as  are 
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ufed  in  adminiftering  clyfters  ;  a  pair  of  bel¬ 
lows  may  be  employed  until  the  others  can 
be  procured : — Rubbing  the  belly,  cheft, 
back,  and  arms,  with  a  coarfe  cloth,  or  dry 
fait,  fo  as  not  to  rub  off  the  fkin ;  or  with 
a  flannel  dipped  in  brandy,  rum  or  gin 
Applying  fpirits  of  hartfhorn,  volatile  falts, 
or  any  other  ftimulating  fubftance,  to  the 
noftrils,  and  rubbing  them  upon  the  temples 
very  frequently  :  Tickling  the  throat  with  a 
feather,  fo  as  to  excite  a  propen fity  to  vomit; 
and  the  noftrils  alfo  with  a  feather,  fnuff,  or 
any  other  ftimulant,  fo  as  to  provoke  fneez- 
ing.  The  body  fhould  at  intervals  be  fhaken 
alfo,  and  varied  in  its  poiition. 

IV.  If  there  be  any  figns  of  returning  life, 
fuch  as  fighing,  gafping,  twitchings,  or  any 
other  convulfive  motions,  beating  of  the 
heart,  the  return  of  the  natural  colour  and 
warmth,  a  fpoonful  of  warm  water  may  be 
adminiftered,  in  order  to  learn  whether  the 
power  of  (wallowing  be  returned';  if  it  be,  a 
fpoonful  or  two  of  warm  wine,  or  brandy  and 
water,  may  be  given  with  advantage;  but 
not  before,  as  the  liquor  might  otherwife  get 
into  the  lungs.  One  or  other  of  the  above 
methods  (hould  be  perfevered  in,  until  the 
patient  be  reftored. 

We  have  been  as  circumftantial  as  poflible 
in  the  above  directions,  that  if  one  conve- 
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niency  fhould  be  wanting,  the  - attendants 
may  not  be  at  a  lofsfor  others.,  Where  the 
patient  has  lain  but  a  fhort  time  fenfelefs, 
blowing  into  the  lungs  or  bowels  has  been, 
in  fome  cafes,  found  fufficient :  yet  a  fpeedy 
recovery  is  not  to  be  expected  in  general. 
The  above  methods  are  therefore  to  be  con¬ 
tinued  with  fpirit  for  two  hours ,  or  upwards , 
although  there  be  not  the  lead:  fymptoms  of 
returning  life.  The  vulgar  notion  that  a 
perfon  will  recover  in  a  few  minutes,  or  not 
at  all,  and  the  ignorant  foolifh  ridiculing  of 
thofe  who  are  willing  to  perfevere,  as  if  they 
were  attempting  impoffibilities,  have  mod 
certainly  caufed  the  death  of  many  who 
might  otherwife  have  been  faved. 

Mod  of  the  above  means  are  happily  of 
fuch  a  nature  that  they  may  be  begun  imme¬ 
diately,  and  that  by  perfons  who  are  not  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  medical  art ;  yet  it  is  al¬ 
ways  advifeable  to  feek  the  aflidance  of  fome 
regular  practitioner  as  foon  as  poffible,  as  it 
is  to  be  prefumed  that  fuch  a  one  will  be 
more  fkilful  and  expert,  and  better  able  to 
vary  the  methods  of  procedure,  as  circum- 
dances  may  require. 

The  Society  find  it  neceffary  to  inform 
practitioners  in  general,  that  feveral  cafes 
have  fallen  under  their  obfervation,  in  which 
early  bleeding  has  been  productive  of  perni¬ 
cious, 
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cious,  and  even  fatal,  effefts.  They  are 
therefore  of  opinion,  that  the  opening  of  a 
vefiel  thould  not  be  placed  among  the  com¬ 
mon  methods  of  treatment,  or  fuch  as  are 
always  applicable,  although  it  may  fometimes 
be  fuccefsfully  employed  to  remove  fulfe- 
quent  fymptoms  of  an  inflammatory  nature. 

The  Society  think  it  proper  to  ob- 
ferve,  that  mofl  of  the  above  means  of  refto- 
ration  are  applicable  to  various  other  cafes 
of  apparent  deaths ;  whether  from  hanging, 
apoplectic  and  convulfive  fits,  cold,  fuffbca- 
tion  by  damps,  or  noxious  vapours  proceed¬ 
ing  from  coal-mines,  the  confined  air  of 
wells,  citterns,  caves,  or  the  mutt  of  fer¬ 
menting  liquors. 

Whenever  any  good  has  been  produced 
by  the  means  recommended,  the  perfon  who 
has  fuperin tended  the  cure  is  defired'to  write 
a  circumftantial  account  of  it  to  James 
Horsfall ,  Efq;  Treafurer,  Middle  Temple  ;  or 
Mr.  W .
